Message from the House of Representatives, by Mr. Clitherall 

Mr. President, The House of Representatives has organized by the

The reading of which was 
dispensed with, and on motion, referred to the committee on Sixteenth 
Sections.

Mr. President The House of Representatives has appointed messrs, 
Shanks, Rice, and Woodward, on the part of the House, to act with a 
like committee on the part of the Senate, to inform his Excellency the 
Governor, that the two Houses have organized, acid are ready to proceed 
with the public business. 

Which, on motion of Mr. Hudson, was concurred in. 

Mr. Dent, froth the committee on the part of the Senate to wait on his 
Excellency the Governor, and inform turn of the organization of the two 
Houses, reported that they had discharged their duty, and received for 
answer that he would make his annual communication this day at 
twelve o'clock. 

Mr. Hudson offered the following, resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee on the Sixteenth sections be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of authorizing and requiring the com¬ 
missioners of the several townships in this State to withdraw the funds 
belonging to said townships, out of the Bank of the State of Alabama 
and the several Branches thereof, upon such plan as will best comport 
to the interests of the townships, the State, and the funds ;and that they 
report by bill, or otherwise. 

Mr. Smith offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the committee on Sixteenth Sections be instructed to 
inquire into the expediency of investing the proceeds of the sales of 
Sixteenth Sections in State stock, and apportioning the interest arising 
therefrom among the several townships of the State, with leave to re¬ 
port by bill, memorial to Congress of the United States, or otherwise. 

A message from his Excellency the Governor, by Mr. Garrett, Secre¬ 
tary of State, was read: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,} 
TUSCALOOSA, Dec. 2, 1845. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 

House of Representatives: 

In my last annual communication, I congratulated you upon the 
comparatively favorable auspices under which you had assembled. In 
addressing you now, I can see nothing it, the condition of the State, as 
contrasted with its affairs for several years past, which in the least, for¬ 
bids me from renewing my congratulations, at again meeting you as the 
Representatives of a free and happy people. The Banking system 
which had been adopted by the State, and which has demanded, and for 
some time to come, win continue to demand, heavy exactions in the 
shale of taxes, to discharge the public debt, has received the merited 
condemnation of the community, and, it is hoped is forever abandoned 
The Banks are all in a state of final liquidation ; the debts due them are 
in process of collection ; and the faith of the State preserved and her 
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credit maintained, as I trust it ever will be, with rigid punctuality. 
Although the unprecedented drought, which pervaded our State, in com¬ 
mon with many other portions of the Union, the past season, has 
deprived the husbandman of the usual rich reward for his labor and in¬ 
dustry, still the signal, inestimable, blessing of health, which our citizens 
have enjoyed, merits from us our most devout homage and gratitude, to 
the Great Ruler of the Universe, for that, and all other wordly gifts, 
which he has so bountifully bestowed upon us. 

By an act approved January twenty-fourth, eighteen hundred and 
forty-five, the Governor was required to appoint an agent, to collect 
from the Federal Government, the amount due, from that Government to 
the State, for moneys advanced during the late Creek Indian hostilities. 

At an early period after the passage of the act, Robert T. Scott, Esq., of 
Jackson county, was appointed that agent. He entered promptly upon 
the discharge of his duties, and has since been zealously engaged in col¬ 
lecting and preparing the necessary vouchers, to enable him to obtain the 
just demands of the State. The act under which the agent was ap¬ 
pointed, makes no provisions for furnishing hire with the necessary 
vouchers upon which the claim was founded. I was infonned by the 
agent, that many of those vouchers which were essential to him in prose¬ 
cuting the claim, were in the Comptroller's Office. Believing that the 
law authorizing the agents appointment would be entirely nugatory, and 
his efforts fruitless, so far as the amount embraced in those papers was 
concerned, without them, and that the General Assembly must have in¬ 
tended that he should have all the papers necessary to effect a settlement 
with the United States Government, I directed the Comptroller to deliver 
to him all the papers in his office, connected with the claim, which the 
agent might deem important to its collection, with instructions to retain 
a full transcript of each, taking the agents receipt for the original, which 
I am informed, was done. Many important papers connected with the 
claim, I apprehend, have been lost or mislaid, and the rigid exaction of 
the Federal Government, in requiring, in every instance the original 
papers, will, I fear, cause the State to lose no inconsiderable portion of 
its just dues. In settling individual demands, this rigid scrutiny by the 
Federal Government is perhaps necessary and justifiable; but when a 
Sovereign State discharges a debt to her own citizens for prosecuting a 
war, the expenses of which should have been borne exclusively by the 
Federal Government, every presumption should favor the opinion, that 
the constituted authorities of such State have not done so, except upon 
the most satisfactory evidence. In fact to have discharged such claims 
upon such satisfactory evidence, carries with it an obligation on the Gen¬ 
eral Government, to reimburse, in good faith, the full amount of money 
advanced, without reference to the rigid rules usually insisted on by the 
Departments at Washington. 

The sum of one hundred and sixteen thousand dollars, being one half 
of the two per cent, fund, was loaned to the Montgomery and West Point 
Rail Road Company, on the first of March last; the Company having 
executed the bonds with security, which was deemed ample, agreeably 
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to the provisions of an act, authorizing the loan of that fund, approved 
twenty-third day of January, eighteen hundred anal forty-five. 

The Tennessee and Coosa Rail Road Company, as yet, have made no 
fonnal application for the remaining half of the two per cent, fund, 

The act does not state who shall have the custody of the bonds, or 
where they shall be deposited, nor does it direct who is to receive the 
interest when it becomes due. The bonds already taken have been tem¬ 
porarily deposited with the Cashier of the State Bank. As some con¬ 
siderable time will elapse before the bonds are payable, I recommend that 
they be deposited with the State Treasurer, and that he be required to 
receive the interest as it accrues on the bonds. 

On the twenty-first day of October, I visited the Penitentiary in confor¬ 
mity with the requirements of the Penal Code. With but few exceptions, 
the convicts seemed to lave enjoyed good health. The interior of the pris¬ 
on presented the appearance of, with a proper regard to the 
comfort of the inmates. The Institution, however, has for some time labor¬ 
ed under heavy pecuniary embarrassments, which have, to a considerable 
extent, impeded its operations. The cause and extent of those embar¬ 
rassments are not fully known to me. The Inspectors, I presume, will 
put you in possession of all the information on this subject. The proper 
course to be pursued to rid the Institution of these embarrassments as 
well as to avoid them hereafter, is legitimately, a subject for the delibera¬ 
tion of your honorable bodies. The sure of fifteen thousand dollars, ap¬ 
propriated at the last session of the General Assembly, for the support 
of the Penitentiary the current year, it is to be regretted, was wholly 
insufficient to do so, and at the sane time, discharge the debts due by 
the institution, at the period when the appropriation was made. A large 
number of the cents due last year have consequently not been paid. I 
am not informed of the exact amount now owed by the Penitentiary. This 
will, I presume, be made known to you in the annual report of the In¬ 
spectors. A very large portion of this debt was incurred, I understand, 
for articles furnished last year, under the advice and sanction of the 
Inspectors, and should have been paid at the end of the year. The ac¬ 
counts will be presented by the creditors, to your honorable bodies for 
payment, and will, no doubt, be properly authenticated by the Warden 
and Inspectors, or other satisfactory proof; and I trust that the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly will promptly provide for their payment, as well as every 
other demand against the Institution, which is ascertained to be just. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the Penitentiary has not yet been able 
to defray its own expenses. I am not sufficiently conversant with its 
fiscal operations, to state to you why it has not. The reports of the 
Warden and Inspectors will, it is hoped, furnish you full infonnation on 
that subject, and I trust that an acquaintance with the operations of the 
Institution, will enable your honorable bodies, to devise some plan by 
which it may be supported without a resort, as heretofore, to the Treasu¬ 
ry of the State. 

The act for the government of the Penitentiary, approved January 
twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and forty-five, required a store room 
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to be built at, or near the institution, as soon as it could be conveniently 
done, under the supervision of the Inspectors. The building has not yet 
been erected. The Inspectors entertain the belief that the location of 
the store house near the business part of the city of Wetumpka, would 
be far better than one at the prison. They were satisfied also, that no 
injury or inconvenience would result to the prison from deferring the 
erection of the store house until the subject could be brought to the no¬ 
tice of the General Assembly. The reason for the course pursued by 
the Inspectors on this subject, will, I presume, be set forth in their an¬ 
nual report. I have no doubt but that some point near the business part 
of the city would be a far better location for disposing of the articles 
manufactured at the Penitentiary, than one at or near the prison. With 
those who pass by the institution in going to Wetumpka, it would make 
no material difference, but the largest portion of the public, who trade in 
that city are not thus situated, and but few of these will subject them¬ 
selves to the trouble and inconvenience of travelling from the city to the 
Penitentiary and back again to purchase many of the articles manufactu¬ 
red there, which they desire and would purchase, if they were to be had 
in the city. I presume that an eligible point near the business part of 
the city, could be procured for a reasonable scam. I therefore recommend 
that the act of the last session be so modified as to authorize the Inspec¬ 
tors to purchase a suitable lot, provided the same can be obtained at, or 
under a price to be prescribed by the Legislature, and that the store 
house contemplated in the act of the last session, be erected on it. 

The act putting the State Bank in liquidation makes no provision for 
the appointment of Commissioners, to value the real estate owned by 
that Bank, and none have consequently been appointed. It will be the 
duty of the General Assembly to make such provision the present ses¬ 
sion. 

The act to settle the affairs of the State Bank and Branches makes it 
the duty of the President and Directors of said Banks to sell all the Real 
Estate belonging to the Banks during the year eighteen hundred and 
forty-five. I am not officially informed whether, or not, all the Real 
Estate owned by the Banks has been, or will be offered for sale, within 
the timed prescribed in the act. I have no idea however, that all of it 
will be disposed of in that time. To obviate all doubt as to the power of 
the President and Directors of the several Banks to sell such Real 
Estate after the period prescribed, I recommend the passage of an act 
extending the time for disposing of the Real Estate held by the Banks. 

The final settlement of our whole Banking System, is a subject that 
merits and will, no doubt, command a large portion of your deliberations. 
To husband the means of the Banks and to close the whole system at as 
early a day as practicable, having a proper regard to the interest of the 
State as well as those indebted to the Banks, are important duties pre¬ 
senting themselves very forcibly upon your honorable bodies. I have 
not been able to ascertain the aggregate amount collected by all the 
Banks, under the act of last session, requiring one third of the amount 
then due, to be paid within the time prescribed in the act. I fear, how- 
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ever, that in many, instances, the requirements of the act have not been 
complied with. The necessities of the State, independent of the para¬ 
mount importance of its protecting from further loss, by an indulgence 
which has heretofore, as I conceive, added greatly to the present vast 
amount of bad and doubtful debts, demand the collection of the debt 
due the Banks at the earliest period practicable, without unnecessarily 
embarrassing, or harrassing those in debt to them. The debtors to these 
institutions, to say the least, had, what was regarded by all, liberal in¬ 
dulgence, previous to the act of last session. I recommend, however, 
that those who have already paid one third of their debts due the Banks, 
be allowed to discharge the residue of the debt in two equal annual in¬ 
stalments. And that those who lave faked to pay one third shall, upon 
paying the same together with another third, at such a period in the 
early part of the ensuing year as your honorable bodies may designate, 
together with all costs which may have accrued by their failure to com¬ 
ply with the law of the last General Assembly, also be allowed another 
year to pay the remaining balance. 

In many instances, persons, after obtaining loans from the Banks, 
changed their residence to other parts of the State, and before their new 
location could be ascertained, the debts were barred by the statute of 
limitations. 

A considerable amount has also been lost to the Banks from the 
estates of deceased Bank debtors, in consequence of the claims not been; 
presented to the legal representatives, within the time prescribed by law 
Considering that the amount due the Banks is scattered, as the debtor 
are throughout the State, we may anticipate no inconsiderable increase 
of the sum already lost, from the above named causes, unless some pro¬ 
visions are made to prevent it. The agents or officers of the Banks, of 
their personal knowledge, can know but little of the condition of the 
debtors, or of their residences; especially when such a length of time 
has elapsed since the debts were incurred, and when there has been an 
almost entire change in the officers of the Banks. The fact, that a very 
large majority of the debtors reside remotely from the Banks, renders it 
utterly impracticable for the officers of the Banks to protect the State 
from losses annually accruing from the above name causes. I, there 
fore, recommend that the law requiring debts to be presented against 
the estates of deceased persons, within a limited time, so far as the debt, 
due the Banks are concerned, as well as the statute of limitations, be re¬ 
pealed. 

In the collection of debts due the Banks on judgments, the Boards are, 
frequently required to give bonds of indemnity to sheriffs, refunding, and 
other bonds, under decrees of the courts of Chancery, with individual 
security. These legal requirements are not only embarrassing to the 
Boards, but are often serious impediments to the collection of debts 
ascertained to be justly to the Banks. When bonds become necessa¬ 
ry, in proceedings like those above alluded to, that of the President and 
Cashier, in their official capacity, binding the assets of the Bank to which 
the debt is owing, ought to be regarded as an ample guarantee, without re- 
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quiring individual security. I recommend, therefore, that the law he 
so modified as as to require the bond of the President and Cashier of the 
Bank to which the debt may be clue. 

The aggregate annual amount paid to defray the expenses of the State 
Bank, and Branches, is considerable, and should be avoided, as far as is 
compatible with the interest of the State and the convenience of debtors. 

I hate for some time looked forward to a period, as well as a state of af¬ 
fairs, in the Branches, when the President and Directors of the State 
Bank could manage the business of that institution, and also that of all 
the Branches. We have now, I think, reached that period. A compe¬ 
tent agent residing where each Branch is located, in lieu of a Board of 
President and Directors and other officers would avoid a large portion of 
the heavy expenses annually incurred at the several Branches, and would, 
under the control and direction of the Board of the State Bank, be 
entirely competent to discharge all the duties necessary to the settlement 
of the business of those Branches. In making this modification, how¬ 
ever, in the final liquidation of the Banks, the Board of the State Bank 
should be composed of individuals of acknowledged qualifications; and 
to secure the service;, of such mere, a compensation commensurate with 
their services should be attached to the office of President and Directors 
of the State Bank; I, therefore, recommend that an act be passed re¬ 
quiring the assets of all the Branches to be placed under the control of 
the Board of the State Bank, and that such agent or agents be appointed, 
to reside at the Branches, and with such powers, as your wisdom may 
think best. 

All the infonnation which may be desired in future by the Legislature, 
in relation to the condition of the State Banks, can be furnished by its 
officers, and thus the annual expense incident to the appointment of Com¬ 
missioners to examine the Banks might be dispensed with. I, therefore, 
recommend the repeal of the law requiring the appointment of Com¬ 
missioners for the examination of the State Bank and Branches. 

The interest accruing upon the Bonds for the State Stock in the Mobile 
Bank up to the year eighteen hundred and forty-two, was paid, as I 
understand, from the dividends arising from the stock which the State 
holds in that Bank. Since the period above named, however, the Bank 
has declined declaring dividends on either individual or State stock. 

The interest on the Bonds, however, has been paid by the Bank, and 
the amount so paid, is now claimed as a debt due from the State to that 
institution. As to the reasons for thus withholding-dividends, or whether 
such dividends, if declared, would have been sufficient to pay the interest 
which was due upon the Bonds, I am not informed. If it is ascertained 
that no profits accrued upon the stock held by the State, so that no divi¬ 
dends could be declared, the debt thus, claimed of the State by the Bank, 
is certainly just; and its payment should be promptly provided for by 
your honorable bodies. If it be the fact, however, that the dividends if 
declared, would have been ample to pay the interest on the Bonds, it will 
be the duty of the President and Directors of that Bank to infonn the 
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Legislature, of their reasons for withholding them, and thus making the 
payment of the interest on those Bonds, a charge upon the State. This 
demand upon the State was certainty unexpected, and the period unpro- 
pitious to exact from her the payment of the interest on the Bonds, con¬ 
sidering her other heavy embarrassments, and should have been avoided, 
if the profits arising on the stock has been sufficient to pay the interest 
on the Bonds; but whether the President and Directors have acted 
wisely, and for the interest of State, as well as the Bank, in with holding 
dividends, is for the General Assembly to detennine. 

The President and Directors of the State Bank have, as required in 
the several acts of the Legislature putting the Branch Banks in liqui¬ 
dation, destroyed, by burning, the present war, bills of the different 
Branches, amounting to one million, eighty-six thousand, three hun¬ 
dred and fifty-five dollars. They have also broken and destroyed the 
plates of the State Bank and Branches, agreeably to the provisions of 
all act to settle; the affairs of the State Bank and Branches, approved, 
January twenty-first, eighteen hundred and forty-five. 

I have expressed rely views so fully, in my former communications, 
on the subject of funding the debt due for the sixteenth section fund, 
now on deposit in the Banks, that I deem it unnecessary here to repeat 
them, and will only renew my fonner recommendations, to issue a cer¬ 
tificate of State stock to each township, for the amount due on deposit 
for a reasonable interest, far such a period as voter wisdom may think 
best, renewable at the pleasure of the State; and that the interest an¬ 
nually accrued on the amount of stock to each township, be appropri¬ 
ated to the purposes of education therein. 

The joint resolutions of the last General Assembly, proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution, so as to provide for biennial session 
the legislature have; been adopted by so large a vote of the people 
that there can be too doubt of ate earnest desire on the part of their im¬ 
mediate representatives, to give effect to the popular will. It is how¬ 
ever, to be regretted, treat so much of the twelfth section, of the third 
article of the constitution, fixing the term of service for Senators for 
three years, had not been expressly repealed its terms, as it is in effect 
by the amending resolutions, fixing that term for four years, but the 
prescribing a longer term, so clearly abrogates the shorter, that it is be¬ 
lieved no ambiguity can arise in the construction of the amended in¬ 
strument. 

It is very apparent that the period proposed in the amendment for 
the classification of Senators, is not so free from doubt, as might be 
desired, in a fundamental law, yet it is thought by many, whose opin¬ 
ions are entitled to great respect, that the classification is so necessary 
to give validity to the amendments, that it was the intention of the 
amending resolutions to assign that duty to the present legislature, be¬ 
ing “the first meeting of the General Assembly after the adoption of 
the proposed amendments by the people." There are others, whose 
opinions are entitled to great consideration, who maintain that “adopt- 
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ed ” must be regarded as the synonym of “ ratified." Should the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly consider the word “ adopted” in the sense used in the 
amending instrument, as synonymous with the word “ratified,” in 
the provision providing for the amendment of the constitution, and 
that the classification of Senators must be made at the first session 
of the General Assembly, after the proposed amendments are ratifi¬ 
ed lay the present Legislature, all difficulty could be avoided and full 
effect given to the expressed will of the people, by a called meet¬ 
ing of the General Assembly at the close of the present session, 
for the purpose of classifying the Senators, and such additional legisla¬ 
tion as may be necessary to carry out the amendment and make it ope¬ 
rative. 

The amount collected under the provisions of the present revenue 
bill, will fall greatly short of raising a sufficient sum to pay the interest 
accruing upon our State bonds. I therefore reiterate the views which 
I had the honor to submit to the last General Assembly, on this sub¬ 
ject, and recommended that pennanent provisions be made by your hon¬ 
orable bodies to raise, try taxation, annually, a sufficient amount to pay 
the interest on our State debt. 

My views have been so fully, and frankly expressed in my former 
communications, upon both the moral and legal obligations, resting 
upon its to provide for, and promptly discharge our public debt, that I 
hardly deem it necessary again to allude to that subject. No State or 
people can expect that honorable distinction, so much desired by all the 
civilized nations of the earth, whether, having the means, they fail to 
maintain untarnished their plighted faith. All laws, both human and 
divine, require a prompt and Honest discharge of debts acknowledged, 
to be just. The crude notions of the untutored savage have affixed a 
rule, or standard, lay which just demands are to be enforced, when im¬ 
properly withheld, and the enlightened age its which we live has wise¬ 
ly established a code of morals, which award merited avid unqualified 
condemnation a State or a nation that fails to discharge promptly its 
public debt. That Alabama will, for all time to come, protect and pre¬ 
serve unsullied her plighted faith, I have the most abiding conference. 

I cannot, therefore, close this, my last annual message, without con¬ 
gratulating you on the sound and wholesome public sentiment which 
prevails throughout the State on the subject of discharging our public 
debt. No party, or respectable member of any party, has, so far as I 
know, encouraged the idea, that under any possible conjecture of cir¬ 
cumstances, should our public faith be violated. Our citizens, under 
the most heavy pecuniary embarrassments, arising from individual in¬ 
debtedness, and under an unexampled depression in the price of our 
staple products, have, not only submitted to heavy taxation, without 
complaint, but with scarcely an exception, they have, at the ballot 
box, sustained the men by whom such taxation has been imposed. 

Under the most disastrous reverses in our markets both foreign and do¬ 
mestic, we are earning for ourselves the proud distinction of being em- 
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phatically a debt paying people ; a distinction, which, I trust, will last 
as long as the stars arid stripes of our national flag. 

Since the last adjournment of the General Assembly, vacancies have 
occurred in the offices of Chancellor of the Middle Chancery division 
of Judge of the third Judicial Circuit; and of Judge of the County 
Courts of Cherokee and Randolph counties; and a vacancy, also, ex¬ 
ists in the board of Trustees of the University of Alabama four the 
third Judicial Circuit. 

Our University, which is so justly entitled to the guardianship and 
fostering care of the General Assembly, is realizing the fond anticipa¬ 
tions of its most ardent friends. The wise and salutary course pur¬ 
sued by the board of Trustees, that of observing the most rigid econo¬ 
my and applying, all the surplus means of the institution to the pay¬ 
ment of the heavy debt which has so long hung over the institution, 
promises, at no very distant day, the entire extinguishment of the debt. 
Entertaining the fond hope that the board of Trustees will steadily pur¬ 
sue the policy of applying all the surplus means of the University, in 
releasing it from its heavy embarrassments, I cannot but indulge the 
belief; that the Institution, at no distant period, will, under the control 
and management of the present able and efficient faculty, occupy a 
high rank among the most famed literary institutions of the country. 

Since the adjournment of the last Legislature the public sympathy 
has been most painfully excited by the death of General Andrew Jack- 
son. That event, though not unexpected, has nevertheless excited an in¬ 
fluence over the feelings of the great mass of the people, which is never 
exhibited except for the loss of a great public benefactor, whose ser¬ 
vices, too diffusive to be appropriated by any class of his fellow-citizens, 
are at his death, gratefully acknowledged by all. With the single ex¬ 
ception of the Father of his Country, no public man, at his death, has 
received so general and unequivocal a verdict of heartfelt gratitude 
from his conntrymen, and with but trifling exceptions, the acrimony of 
party violence has been silenced, while men of all parties have paid 
their tribute of grateful sorrow over the grave of the Patriot, Hero, and 
Statesman. I feel that I should be remiss to the public sentiment of 
the State, were I not to urge upon the General Assembly, as the organ of 
the wishes and feelings of the people, the propriety of taking such no¬ 
tice of the death of this great man, as is consistent with the venera¬ 
tion. and regard, which we so justly cherish, not merely for the gen¬ 
eral services which he has rendered the whole country, but for the hard¬ 
ships and dangers which he encountered, in wresting the territory of 
our now flourishing State from the possession of a savage enemy, 

During his recent political career, while no State in the Union has been 
more devoted to the policy of his administration, the people of Ala¬ 
bama have rallied to his support with an enthusiasm and fidelity, not 
more the result of political conviction than of popular gratitude. I, 
therefore, think we cannot acquit ourselves to our constituents, without 
publicly entering and perpetuating on the Legislative Archives of the 
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State, the deep sense the people of Alabama entertain for his services, 
and the sincere regret they have felt for his death. 

The period is near at hand, when my official relations to the State 
will cease to exist, arid this is the last annual communication which I 
shall have the horror of making to the General Assembly. I have 
been twice elected by my fellow-citizens, to the high and responsible 
trust of the Chief Executive office of the State. At the time when I 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of my office, the State Banks 
were a subject of deeply absorbing interest to the public mind. A pro¬ 
per disposition of our banking system, which had been, a short time 
previous so engrafted into the confidence of the people, together with 
the numerous duties which usually attach to the Executive office, I am 
frank to say, combined to render the station that had just been entrust¬ 
ed to the by the people, both perplexing arid embarrassing. Time and 
subsequent events have satisfied nee of the correctness of the leading 
measures which I have urged upon the Legislature for their adoption, 
in reference to our banking institutions. Its practical operations have 
so conclusively demonstrated the utter fallacy of the whole theory of our 
banking system, that I can but feel assured, that the entire action of 
the General Assembly on this subject, merits at this day, the cordial 
approbation of a large majority of the people. 

I am not so vain as to flatter myself that I have been entirely ex¬ 
empt from error in the discharge of my official duties; but I have the 
proud consolation to know, that, although error may have been the re¬ 
sult of my action in many instances, it has always been my intention 
and purpose to promote the interest of the State, and the happiness of 
my fellow-citizens.

In that separation, 
therefore, which is soon to take place, pennit me, here, to tender to 
each member individually, my high regard, and through you to the 
people of the State, my grateful acknowledgments for the confidence 
which they have reposed in me. 

That the spirit of peace and harmony may pervade your delibera¬ 
tions, and that these may be conducive to the interest of the State, and 
the happiness and prosperity of our common constituents, is my most 
ardent desire.

Your memorialist respectfully begs leave to ask permission to set in 
the Senate Chamber, as a member of your honorable body; and to 
submit the following facts, proving him to be justly entitled to a seat, 
viz: That on the first Monday in August last (1845) a general election 
was held in the county of Russell, for members of the Legislature and 
County officers, and that your memorialist did receive the highest num¬ 
ber of votes polled at said election for Senator, and that the sheriff of 
said county of Russell did make a regular return of said votes to the 
Secretary of State, as can now be seen in the Secretary of State’s 
office, together with the other returns made by the sheriff of Russell 
county; and that said sheriff did infonn your memorialist that he stated 
in his advertisement of election that it was for members of the Legis¬ 
lature; and furthennore your memorialist begs leave to state that him¬ 
self and the voters of Russell county, did read in the acts of the last 
session of the Legislature, a law making Russell county a Senatorial 
district, thereby giving her a Senator, or entitling her to separate repre¬ 
sentation, apart and distinct; and further, that your memorialist and the voters 
of Russell county were credibly informed that whenever a change 
occurred in a Senatorial district; according to the last apportionment, a 
new election was necessary, and ought to be held; and that in the 
other districts which had been altered, new elections were being held 
on the first Monday in August last. Your memorialist will further 
state to your honorable body, that the part which was taken from Rus- 
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sell and fonned into a separate and distinct district has been pennitted 
a separate and distinct representation in your honorable Senate, thereby 
giving the Senator elected under the old apportionment, the right to 
represent a part and not the whole and entire constituency, which would 
be virtually legalizing a political inconsistency and absurdity. And 
further, in regard to the advertisement of the election held in the county 
of Russell, your memorialist would state that it sufficiently embraced 
the election of Senator as it was in the following words, viz : “For 
members of the Legislature.” Your memorialist did not receive in¬ 
structions informing him that it was necessary to hold an election 
for Senator at the election held in August last, to represent the Senatorial 
district of Russell county, in its present capacity as a, district, until the 
sheriff had given notice at the Court house door, that an election would 
be held on the first Monday in August last, for members to the Legisla¬ 
ture and county officers; nor did he receive that information, and be¬ 
come satisfied of its correctness will a very short time before the day 
of the election; but should there, be ally informality in the notice of the 
sheriff or in the manner of the election of your memorialist, he proudly 
holes that your honorable body will preserve inviolate the right of 
suffrage; and your memorialist will ever pray. &c.

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

not be allowed. 

The report was concurred in and Mr. Smith asked and obtained leave to withdraw the account. 

Mr. Hudson, from the same committee, to whom was referred the 
claim of William Easley, sheriff of Talladega county, reported the same 
to the Senate as not being a State charge ; and therefore could not be 
allowed. 

The Senate concurred in the report. 

Mr. McClanahan, front the committee on propositions and grievances, 
to whom was referred the petition of Isodore Dubose, for the manumission 
of Adelaide, reported a bill granting the prayer of the petitioner, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was real a first time and ordered to a second reading.

A message from his Excellency the Governor, by his private secretary:

TUSCALOOSA, December 16th, 1845. 

Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives: 

In entering upon the discharge on my official duties, I feel called upon 
by recent events, to communicate to you, my views upon the various 
subjects connected with the affairs of our State Bank and Branches; and 
with the indebtedness of the State-Subjects which have for same time 
past occupied the attention of our constituents; and which have recently 
become so important in their view, as to engross all others. To these 
subject I shall confine myself in this communication. 

From the reports of the several legislative committees whose duty it has been, from time to time, to inquire into 
the condition of our State Bank and Branches, it appears, that for the last seven years, these institutions have suffered 
one unbroken series of losses; resulting in the disastrous condition in which they were found at the last session of the 
General Assembly. The causes which have brought about these continuous and heavy losses, are readily discovered by 
a recurrence to the history of their management; the whole tenor of which proves, beyond doubt, that less regard has 
been had to the interests of the Banks, than the convenience and accommodation of their debtors. 

By the report made to the Legislature at the session of eighteen hundred and thirty-seven and eight, it is shown, 
that the indebtedness of the State Bank and Branches amounted at that time, to more than twenty millions of dollars ; 
of which bits little more than one hundred thousand dollars, were considered bad ; and but little more than five 
hundred thousand 
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dollars doubtful. The first act of the Legislature, changing the usual 
course of business in those Banks, was passed a short time before, at the 
called session in June, eighteen hundred and thirty-seven. This act ex¬ 
tended the time of payment of the debts then due ; dividing them into 
three annual instalments ; the first, of twenty-five per cent. ; the other two 
of thirty-seven and a half per cent. each. And it authorized further 
loans, payable in like instalments. 

At the session of eighteen hundred and forty and forty-one, a report was 
made to the Legislature, by which it appears, that under the influence 
of the act referred to, commonly known as the relief or extension law of 
eighteen hundred and thirty-seven, the bad debt had increased to more 
than three and one half millions of dollars; while the doubtful debt had 
swelled to an amount exceeding one million and a half of dollars. And 
in this report, is introduced, a new item denominated “ unknown debt," 
amounting then to more than one million and a quarter of dollars. Thus 
is shown a deterioration of the debts due to the Banks, by which losses 
have been incurred, to be estimated at not less than one million and a 
quarter of dollars annually, during the three years immediately preced¬ 
ing this report. 

At the session of the Legislature of eighteen hundred and thirty-nine 
and forty, another act was passed, (approved, the third of February, 
eighteen hundred and forty,) by which it was required that, “ not more 
than twenty per cent." of the several debts due the Banks should be de¬ 
manded, per annum. Under the operation of this act, connected with 
that above referred to, as shown by a report of a committee, at the last 
session of the General Assembly, the good debts were reduced to six 
million, nine hundred and ninety-three thousand, nine hundred and sizty- 
five dollar, and thirty-six cents ($6,993,965 36.) The doubtful debt: 
to four hundred and eighty-four thousand, one hundred and thirty-two 
dollars and forty-six cents--($484,132 46.) While the bad debt had 
reached the enormous sum of six millions, two hundred and ninety-two 
thousand, five hundred and ninety-nine dollars and seventy cents-.. 
($6,292,599, 70) Each of the laws here referred to required that the 
President and Directors of the several Banks should demand further 
security, if by them deemed necessary, as a condition precedent to toe 
extension. How far this provision was regarded, may be judged of by 
the results. 

This cursory glance at the history of the legislation, and management 
of our Banks, must clearly show, that the extension laws, and the manner 
of their execution, were the principal causes of the immense losses sus¬ 
tained by these institutions. A more minute examination would but for¬ 
tify this conclusion. As however, it is important to know the causes of 
the evils, simply with a view to avoid them in future, I shall not pursue 
this inquiry further. We find our Banks at the last session of the Legis¬ 
lature, in the situation mentioned. We have no reason to believe that 
they are in a better condition now. The mischief is done; and it is the 
part of wisdom to make the best that we can of our present condition. 
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To do this, we should adopt such, measures as may promise to collect 
the largest amount of the entire indebtedness to the Banks, with 
least expense ; and at the same time, bring their affairs to the most 
speedy adjustment and conclusion, compatible with that important object. 

At the session of eighteen hundred and forty-two and three of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, acts were passed repealing the charters of the four Branch 
Banks, so far as to deprive them of banking powers; and putting them 
in liquidation. On the first day of January last, the charter of the State 
Bank expired by its own limitation. None of its banking powers hat 
been renewed, but by an act of the last session of the General Assembly 
it was put in liquidation. By the same act, the officers of the State 
Bank, and of each of the Branches, were made to consist of a President 
and two Director, a Cashier, and two clerks; and one additional clerk 
in the Branch at Mobile. 

The impolicy of keeping up five banking establishments, with five Pre¬ 
sidents, ten Directors, five Cashiers, eleven clerks, and other agents, at¬ 
torneys, and servants, engaged upon salaries, and pay; with a variety of 
other sources of expense which Might he mentioned swelling the actu¬ 
al expenditure of the State Bank, and all the Branches, to a sum, not 
very far short of the expense of our State Government, is too obvious, 
require argument alone to its disregard of a proper economy. 

When to this is added the utter inefficiency of the system for the attain¬ 
ment of the great object in view-collecting and securing the debts, and 
winding up the concerns of the Banks in the most speedy possible man- 
net a reform of the system becomes an imperious duty. Without a 
change, judging the future by the past, we have but little ground to hope, 
that this complicated business will be brought to a beneficial, and satis¬ 
factory close, in any reasonable time. 

With these views, and others which will suggest themselves to you, I 
respectfully recommend to your consideration, the propriety of dispen¬ 
sing with all the officers of the State Bank, and of each of the Branches . 
And I recommend, that provision be made for the appointment of or 
agent to remain at each of the Branches, with authority to receive pay- 
merit from the debtors ; giving proper receipts and acquittances ; and, 
do such other ministerial acts as it may be necessary and expedient for 
him to do, in furthering collections; but with no other powers. I further 
recommend, that provision be made for the appointment of three Com¬ 
missioners, in the mode now prescribed, for the appointment of Direc¬ 
tors, with such salaries as will command the best qualifications for 
purpose, to be found any where in the State ; who shall reside at the 
State Bank, and devote their entire time and attention to the important 
object of securing and collecting the whole Bank debt; with full power 
and authority to appoint all necessary attorneys, clerks, and agents—to 
transfer the books and papers of the Branch Banks to the State Bank-- 
except the evidences of debt running to maturity--to dispose of the real 
and personal property of the State Bank, and Branches ; and when neces- 
nary and proper, looking alone to the interest of the State, to compro- 
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mise and compound debts that may at any time be considered doubtful 
or bad; thus concentrating the whole business at the State Bank. I fur¬ 
ther recommend that these Commissioners be empowered to pay the in¬ 
terest, as it may become due, from the State debt, and to extinguish the 
debts as fast as they may be able, from their collections, and other funds, 
under such rules and regulations as you, in your wisdom may prescribe; 
giving to them ample powers for all these purposes; at the same time, 
securing the State against its abuse, by proper restrictions and sureties. 

By this system it is obvious, that after the payment of such salaries, as 
are contemplated, and every other expense incident to it; a vast amount 
of the present annual expenditures would be saved. None, I think, can 
doubt its superior efficiency. With suitable Commissioners, I am induced 
to believe, but few years would be required, to bring the whole of the 
affairs of our Banks to a final close; at least, to enable our citizens to un- 
derstand-what ought to be known to all, but what is now known to 
none-the true pecuniary condition of the State. 

By an act passed at the last session of the General Assembly, the 
debtors of the State Bank and Branches were required to pay, by the 
first of June last, one third part of their respective debts, with interest. 
And it was provided, that, upon a compliance with these terms the re¬ 
maining two thirds should stand over until the first of June next. It 
was generally understood, that a further provision would be made at 
the present session, in favor of those who complied; extending one half 
of the balance due, for twelve months longer, upon the payment of the 
other half, by that day with interest. The reports of committee touch¬ 
ing this subject, clearly indicated this to be the policy which would be 
adopted. Under this expectation, it is believed, many of the Bank 
debtors complied with the requisition of the law, with some inconveni¬ 
ence, and sacrifice. I respectfully recommend, that this expectation be 
met, by the enactment of a law, for that purpose, with proper guards and 
provisions. The first day of June may not be the most suitable day for 
the required payment. It may be proper to appoint another day, some¬ 
what more distant. This, however, in my opinion, should be the limit. 

No other extension should be conceded: nor should this apply to any 
other debtors, that the class here specially referred to. 

It will be seen to be indispensable, as already intimated, that some 
steps be taken at our present session, to provide for the payment of 
the interest of the State debt, as it may hereafter become due. The plight¬ 
ed faith of the State requires it. Having no other known available effects 
than the assets of our Banks, it will be necessary in prescribing for col¬ 
lections. To keep this object steadily in view. You will have before 
you, the means of ascertaining the amount collected, under late act on 
this subject, and the consequent reduction of the circulation of the State 
Bank and Branches. You will also be able, from the documents before 
you to form an estimate of the amount of circulation yet remaining out. 

A very large portion of the interest to be provided for, being that which 
E 
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accrues on our foreign debt of nine million, two hundred and fifteen 
thousand, five hundred and fifty-five dollars and fifty cents, ($9,215,- 
255 55,) amounting annually to the sum of four hundred and seventy 
one thousand, nine thousand and seven dollars and eighty cents, (471,- 
907 80,) is payable in New York, New Orleans, and in England, in par 
funds. The necessity of requiring collections to an amount, which, to¬ 
gether with the taxes, will absorb the circulation of the State Banks and 
Branches, and furnish an additional sum in sound funds sufficient to pay 
the interest thus to become payable, must be clear to all. For it will 
hardly be contended, that the notes of those Banks after being returned 
to the State either in payment taxes, or in payment of debts due the 
Banks, can legitimately be put again in circulation; the powers of the 
Banks which issued them for this pupose having terminated. If, how¬ 
ever, there be any who suppose it can done with the sanction of law, 
the destructive policy of throwing our Bank notes into the market by 
the State, to be sold for such funds as will, from time to time, be demand¬ 
ed of us, would utterly forbid it Instead of relieving the country of 
the depreciated currency-one of the great purpose of winding up the 
Banks-such a policy would not only keep up the supply, but increase 
its depreciation. The losses to the State would be enormous. The fact 
being known, through the country, as it certainly would be, that the 
State relies upon the sale of the State Banks notes as the means of raising 
money to pay the interest accruing from time to time, we would find 
ourselves in the hands of brokers and shavers, compelled to submit to 
such tenns as their cupidity might dictate. Very few rounds of the cir¬ 
cle-receiving our notes at par, and selling them at such a discount as 
would be demanded-would result in the exhaustion of the remaining 
assets of our Banks, to pay the interest only: leaving the principal debt, 
in all its magnitude, bearing heavily upon us; swelling with still further 
interest. This suicidal policy, I trust will not be adopted, even as a tem¬ 
porary measure. It involves the same principles, which have too long 
prevailed in the management of out banks: favoring the Bank debtors at 
at the expense of the tax payers of the State. 

It is believed that the amount now in suit against those who refused 
to accept the provisions of the act of the last session of the General As¬ 
sembly, in regard to Bank debts, added to one half of the debt extended 
in virtue of that act, and the sum to be raised by taxation, will relieve 
the pressing necessities of the State. The propriety and importance of 
prosecuting these suits, and enforcing collections, when all the circum¬ 
stances are properly considered, must be obvious. The reasonableness 
of the tenns proposed by the act, is perceived, when we remember that 
most of these debts were contracted more than seven years ago; for mo¬ 
ney lent; and for which indulgence had been given from time to time, to 
that period. By that act, they were required to pay one third only, of 
the amount due: a sum which was imperatively demanded by the neces¬ 
sities of the State, to meet her own liabilities. Punctuality on the part 
of our debtors, in meeting all reasonable demands upon them, is now all 
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important to the State; for upon this may depend the preservation of 
our faith and credit. If these debtors are put upon an equal footing with 
those who paid as required, the precedent will encourage a disregard of 
our demands ; and punctuality will cease to be a virtue. A controlling 
reason is found in the consideration, that has than the proposed collection 
Will not place beyond contingency, our ability to meet the demands upon 
the State. And we are hound injustice to the great body of our constit¬ 
uents, who are without fault, and who have received no benefit from the 
Banks, to save the horror of the State from peril; even if it requires some 
sacrifice, by those who have been so long in the enjoyment of Bank ac¬ 
commodations. 

The time has arrived when we should cease to dally with this sub¬ 
ject ; when by a firm adherence to the enactments of the Legislature, and 
faithful execution of then, it should be made manifest, that they are 
intended to effect the object indicated by their provisions. Bank debtors 
should understand, that the laws are intended to operate equally on all 
not to spend their, force on one portion, who regard them ; then to be 
changed and modified, to suit the convenience of other portions, who 
treat them with neglect. 

There is an obvious propriety in extending to agents entrusted with 
the, duty of making collections, every aid, in our power, to facilitate their 
efforts. And while no one can be less inclined, to do unnecessary in¬ 
jury either in feeling or interest to our debtors, than I am, I cannot doubt, 
that in ascertaining the course proper to be pursued, it is our duty to 
consult the interest of the State; untrammelled by any unreasonable ap¬ 
prehension, as to the effect which it, may have upon them. The aid of 
our citizens should be invoked. They are directly interested ire this great 
subject; being responsible, deficiency, in the fonn of taxes, to 
discharge our State liability. With this view, I submit to your considera¬ 
tion the propriety of publishing in such form and manner, as may cause 
it to reach cur citizens generally, a list of the names of the bad, doubtful, 
unknown debtors ; with the amount due from them respectively. 

The people of the State have the right, at any rate, like all other creditors, 
to know who their debtors are. And I entertain no doubt, that our col¬ 
lecting agents would acquire Much assistance, from information, which 
means would cause to be communicated. Those debtors could 
have no cause to complain. They are in default. They have no right 
to withhold from the State any of their effects. And if any are withheld, 
every means should be essayed to discover and apply them. 

In connection with this subject, I submit to your consideration, the 
propriety of causing a rigid scrutiny in the conduct of the officers, attor¬ 
neys agents, under whose management, the astounding losses to our 
Banks have accrued ; holding them try a strict accountability. Such an 
inquiry seems to be called for, as well for the purpose of enforcing jus¬ 
tice from delinquents, as to relieve those who have been faithful, from 
unmerited imputation. For our constituents justly consider it difficult 
to perceive how the affairs of our Banks have been brought to their pre- 
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sent condition, without great and culpable mismanagement in their of¬ 
ficers, attorneys, and agents. When these things shall have been done: 
when all shall have been collected than can be made; patriotic citi¬ 
zens will not shrink from it. Though it be heavy and bear hard upon 
them, they will not father under it. They will pay whatever may be 
necessary to sustain the plighted faith and honor of the State. They 
will march forward with their treasure, as heretofore they have done, not 
only with that, but with their blood also, to preserve untarnished our fair 
escutcheon. On our course now, theirs may depend hereafter. I hope, 
therefore, I may not be considered too importunate, when in the name of 
every thing dear to us, I commend this subject to your deliberate 
consideration.

The report was concurred in, and Mr. Griffin withdrew the account.

YEAS—messrs. Clarke, Cocke, Falkner, Gilchrist, Griffin, Hardaway, 
Marchbanks, McClanahan, McClung, McLemore, Norris, Posey, Sea- 
well, Smith, Turner, Walker, Watrous, and Ward. 

NAYS—messrs. President, Ashe, Dent, Hudson, McAlpin, Morrisett, 
Scott, Shorter, and Wilson. 

The joint resolution on the subject of the State bonds, was read a se¬ 
cond time and referred to the committee on the State Bank. 

The bill to be entitled an act to divorce certain persons therein named, 
was read a third time and passed. 

The bill to authorize a special tax in the county of Autauga, was read 
a second time and order to a third reading. 

On motion of Mr. Watrous, the Senate adjourned until to-morrow 
morning, ten o'clock. 

SATURDAY MORNING, December 20th, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Hudson, from the committee on accounts and claims, to who was 
referred the claims of Joseph G. Garrett, sheriff and jailer of Marshall 
county, reported the same to the Senate as not being a State charge, and 
therefore should not be allowed. 

The Senate concurred in the report. 

Mr. Hudson, from the same committee, reported against a like claim 
of the same individual. 

The Senate concurred in the report. 

Mr. Hudson asked and obtained leave to withdraw the account. 

A message from the House of Representatives, by Clitherall. 

Mr. President—The House of Representatives have concurred in 
report, and adopted the resolution which follows, to wit: 
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The select committee, to whom was referred the testimony of Henry 
Hawley, prefering certain changes against Seymour White, Judge of the 
County Court of Henry county, have had the same under consideration, 
and have instructed me to report that such charges are sufficient to war¬ 
rant the removal of said White from office, by address, and recommend 
the adoption of the following resolution 

Resolved, That with the concurrence of the Senate a joint committee 
of five from each House be appointed to prepare and report an address to 
the Governor, authorizing the removal from office of the said Seymour 
White. 

Messrs. Williams of Henry, Gayle, Cooper, Snowden, and Allen, 
compose said committee on the part of the House. 

In which the concurrence of the Senate is requested. 

On motion of Mr. McClung, the, message was laid on the table. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The engrossed bill to compensate Lewis Kennedy for certain services 
therein named, was read a third time and passed. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, for the relief of 
W. D. Ragsdale, tax collector of Cherokee county, was read a third 
time and passed. 

The joint resolution requiring the Secretary of State to perform cer¬ 
tain duties therein named, was read a second time and ordered to a third 
reading. 

The engrossed bill to authorize a special tax in Autauga county, was 
read a third time and passed. 

Mr. McClung offered the following resolution ; which was adopted : 

Resolved, That a select committee be appointed to inquire into the 
charges preferred against Seymour White, Judge of the County Court of 
Henry county, and that the House of Representatives be requested to 
furnish the Senate with the petition of Henry Hawley, and such evidence 
as may be in the possession of the House of Representatives in relation 
to said, charges, for the use of said committee. 

Mr. Watrous offered the following resolution ; which was adopted : 

Resolved, That when the Senate adjourns to day, it will do so until 
Tuesday morning, ten o'clock, for the purpose of attending commence- 
trient exercises of the University. 

The bill to authorize certain persons of color to remain in this State, 
was taken from the table and lost, by yeas and nays. 

Those who voted in the affirmative, are—messrs. Gilchrist, McClana- 
han, McClung, McLemore, Oliver, Seawell, Smith, Walker, and Ward—9. 

Those who voted in the negative, are—messrs. President, Ashe, 
Clarke, Dent, Falkner, Harris, Hardaway, Hudson, Huey, Marchbanks, 
McAlpin, Morrisett, Posey, Scott, Shorter, Spruill, and Wilson—17. 

Mr. Harris introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the 
Robinson Institute for the purpose of education in the county of Autauga; 
which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 
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Mr. Morrisett offered the following resolution; which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on the State Bank be instructed to in¬ 
quire into the expediency of passing a law compelling all tax collectors, 
Bank attorneys, agents, sheriffs, and all persons collecting money for the 
State of Alabama, to pay over all the specie funds they may severally 
collect, without exchanging the same, and that the treasurer of the State 
be required to report the kind of money paid into the treasure. 

Mr. McClung introduced a bill entitled an act providing for attach¬ 
ments in chancery; which was read the first time, when on motion Mr. 
Smith, it was referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

On motion of Mr. Seawell, the Senate adjourned. 

TUESDAY MORNING, December 23, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Sellers presented the account of F. K. Beck, solicitor of the se¬ 
cond Judicial Circuit; which was referred to the committee on accounts 
and claims. 

Mr. Sellers presented the account of M. M. Bonham, sheriff of Wil- 
sox county ; which was referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. Seawell presented the account of Charles Bancroft, sheriffs of 
Mobile county ; which was referred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr. Walker made the following report : 

The committee on the State Bank and Branches to whom was referred 
a bill to be entitled an act for the relief of Ann Chambers, have had the 
same under consideration, and instructed me to report it (with the ac¬ 
companying documents) back to the Senate, and to state that in the opin¬ 
ion of your committee it would be inexpedient to pass the bill. Your 
committee beg leave, however, to say, that after cautious and careful 
examination of the testimony going to establish the claim of Ann Cham¬ 
bers, and intended to be relieved by the bill, they are not prepare 
deny either the justness or equity of the claim, but are of opinion to 
she has available remedy elsewhere ; and that therefore the Legislature 
ought not to interfere in the premises. 

The Senate concurred in the report. 

Mr. Shorter, from the committee on education, to whom was referred 
the memorial of Washam Cromwell and Henry Crew, asking the Legis¬ 
lature of Alabama to appropriate a sum of money to educate John Mc- 
Vay, a (deaf and dumb child of the county of Russell, and the corres¬ 
pondence connected with the same, reported that in their opinion the 
prayer of the memorialist should be granted, and that they ask for 
same favorable consideration from the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Dent, the report with the accompanying documents 
was recommitted to the same committee with instructions to report a bill. 

Mr. McClanahan, from the committee on propositions and grievances 
to whom was referred a petition of K. Mackensie, reported that it is in¬ 
expedient to grant the prayer of the petition. 
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On motion of Mr. Shorter, the report and petition was laid on the 
table. 

Mr. Morrisett, from the committee on retrenchment, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a resolution to inquire into the expediency of reducing jailer's 
fees for keeping State prisoners, reported a bill in confonnity with the 
resolution, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Posey, from the committee on sixteenth sections, to which was 
referred a memorial to the Congress of the United States, requesting the 
relinquishment of the surplus revenue deposited with this State for the 
use of valueless sixteenth sections, reported a substitute for the 
original. 

The Senate adopted the substitute ; which on motion of Mr. Spruill, 
was laid on the table. 

Mr. Gilchrist, from the judiciary committee, to whom was referred 
a bill to be entitled an act to amend the law in relation to slaves and 
free persons of color, reported the same to the Senate with an amend¬ 
ment, and recommended its passage. 

The Senate concurred in the report, and ordered the bill to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading. 

Mr. Shorter, from tile select committee, to whom was referred the 
petition of sundry citizens of Barbour county, asking a repeal of the 
first and second sections of the law passed in the year eighteen hundred 
and forty, prohibiting corporations invested with the privilege of Bank¬ 
ing, and the authority of discounting bills of exchange and promis¬ 
sory notes, by any State other than the State of Alabama, from exer¬ 
cising such privileges by agent or otherwise, within the limits of the 
State of Alabama, reported a bill in conformity with the prayer of the 
petitioners, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Dent, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act to change in part the law as regards dower, reported 
the bill back to the Senate without amendment. 

On motion of Mr. Gilchrist, the bill was amended by striking out all 
after the enacting clause and inserting the following: 

That widows shall be endowed only of lands and tenements which 
their husbands died seized and posssessed of. 

The Senate refused to order the bill as amended to be engrossed for a 
third reading. Yeas 7— Nays 22: 

YEAS— messrs. President, Dent, Gilchrist, McClanahan, Oliver, 
Scott, and Smith. 

NAYS— messrs. Ashe, Clarke, Cocke, Falkner, Harris, Huey, Harda¬

Wilson. 

Mr. McClung introduced a bill to be entitled an act regulating the 
pardoning power and the remission of fines and forfeitures; which was 
read a first time and referred to the committee on the judiciary. 
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Mr. Norris introduced a bill requiring security for costs in suits com¬ 
menced by corporations ; which was read a first time, and the constitu¬ 
tional rule suspended, was read a second time and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Sellers introduced a bill to appoint commissioners to collect the 
debts of the Bank of the State of Alabama, and Branches thereof, and 
to pay the State bonds; which was read a first time, and on motion of 
Mr. Posey, laid on the table, and thirty-three copies ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. Cocke introduced a bill to be entitled an act to compel incorpora¬ 
ted companies to keep their roads and water courses in the repair re¬ 
quired by their charters; which was read a first time and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr. Scott introduced a bill to incorporate the Alabama Military and 
Scientific Institute in the county of Macon ; which was read a first 
time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Sellers introduced a bill to change the time of holding the Chan¬ 
cery Court for the Thirteenth Chancery District of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, and Southern Chancery Division of said State ; which was read 
a first time: 

On motion, the constitutional rule was suspended, a second and third 
time, and the bill passed. 

Mr. Dent introduced a bill authorizing S. H. Harris to erect a gate 
across the road near McCowen’s Bluff; which was read a first time 
and ordered to a, second reading. 

Mr. Sellers introduced a bill for the relief of Sarah J. Dunn, of Wil- 
sox county; which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading 
on to-morrow. 

Mr. Falkner offered the following resolution ; which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on the judiciary be instructed to in¬ 
quire into the expediency of so amending the law in relation to the 
trial of the rights of property levied on by execution, so as to apply to 
real estate, and that they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Dent introduced a bill to limit the session of the General As¬ 
sembly of the State of Alabama; which was read a first time and lost. 

Mr. Huey presented the accounts of Benjamin R. Carter, jailers of 
Talladega county, and the account of William Easley, sheriff of said 
county ; which was referred without reading to the committee on prop¬ 
ositions and grievances. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The engrossed bill to regulate the pay of witnesses in the County and 
Circuit Courts of De Kalb, was read a thirdutime and passed. 

The engrossed joint resolution requiring the Secretary of State to per¬ 
form certain duties, was read a third time and passed. 

The bill entitled an act to amend an act to incorporate the Robinson 
Institute, for the purpose of education in the county of Autauga, was read 
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the second time and ordered to be engrossed for a third reading— which 
completed the orders of the day. 

On motion of Mr. Norris, the Senate adjourned until to morrow morn¬ 
ing, ten o'clock. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING, December 24th, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Harris presented the petition of J. Bragg ; which was referred 
to the committee on the judiciary. 

Mr. McClung, from the committee on the judiciary, to whom was 
referred a bill to be entitled an act to amend the statutes of limitations, re¬ 
ported the following amendment: Strike out the words “ founded upon 
account or accounts stated," and with the amendment recommended its 
passage. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for 
a third reading. 

Mr. Harris made the following report: 

The committee on the State Penitentiary, to whom was referred a re¬ 
solution, “ that the Committee on the Penitentiary, be instructed to ex¬ 
amine into and report upon the condition of the Penitentiary, showing 
the amount of annual appropriations and expenditures, and under whose 
administration, as Warden, they took place,” have had the same under 
consideration, and have instructed me to report 

That in relation to the first branch of inquiry, contained in said reso¬ 
lution, to wit, as to “the condition of the Penitentiary,"— your com¬ 
mittee are unable to give any further, or more satisfactory infonnation, 
than has already been brought before the Senate, in the annual report of 
the Inspectors. Presuming that the other branch of inquiry embraced 
in said resolution, was that, on which information was chiefly desired, 
your committee has confined themselves to that alone : 

The first appropriation was made 31st December, 1841, for $10,000 

The second appropriation was made 13th February, 1843, for 8,000 
The third “ ” “ 15th January, 1844, for 8,000 

The fourth “ ” “ 27th January, 1845, for 15,000 

In July, 1844, from the Contingent fund, - - 1,000 


Amounting in the aggregate to, - $42,000 

Of this amount $26,000 was received and expended during the ad¬ 
ministration of William Hogan, the first Warden. 

For the first year of his administration, (to wit, 1844,) the present 
Warden, A. M. Bradley, received only the sum of $1,000, paid out 
of the Contingent Fund ; (as before mentioned ;) the regular appropria¬ 
tion of $8,000 for that year having been used by his predecessor, before 
he took charge of the Institution. In addition to this $1,000, he received 
the appropriation for 1845, of $15,000 00— making in the aggregate, 
$16,000 00, expended under his Wardenship. 
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It will be observed, that the foregoing relates alone to the expendi¬ 
ture of the appropriations, made by the Legislature, and of the amount 
advanced from the Contingent Fund. But taking in connection with 
these, the additional expenditure of such amounts, as may have been de¬ 
rived from, the sale of Penitentiary fabrics, it appears that the following 
amounts, in the years hereafter mentioned, respectively, were paid out 
and expended, to wit: 

From the commencement of the Penitentiary system up to 
October 1, 1842, - - - $5,880 53 

From 1st October, 1842, to 1st October, 1843, - 21,021 36 

From 1st October, 1843, to 1st October, 1844, - 15,742 51 

From 1st October, 1844, to 1st October, 1845, - 20,921 35 


Total, - - $63,565 75 


This is exclusive of any outlay, in the way of barter. 

The foregoing sum of $5,880 53, expended up to October 1, 1842, 
and the sum of $21,021 36, expended in the years 1842-43, and 
$12,290.48, part of $15,742 51, (the amount expended for the year 
1843-4) in the aggregate making $39,192 37, were paid out and ex¬ 
pended, while William Hogan acted as Warden. 

The balance of the amount expended for the year 1843-44, to wit, 
$3,452 03, together with the amount expended in the year 1844-45, 
(say $20,021 35,) in the aggregate making $24,373, 38, show the sum 
total, expended under the administration of the present Warden, A. M. 
Bradley.

Mr. Walker made the following report: 

The committee on the State Bank and Branches, to whom was re¬ 
ferred an extract from the minutes of the Board of Directors of the 
Branch Bank of Mobile, dated twenty-fourth of February, eighteen hun¬ 
dred and forty-five, accompanied by a preamble and resolutions, setting 
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forth, that on the fifth day of December, eighteen hundred and forty- 
three, the Teller of the Bank, H. L. Higley, was offered the same sit¬ 
uation in the Bank of Mobile at a salary of eighteen hundred dollars, 
which he was about to accept, as his salary was fixed at that time by law 
at twelve hundred and fifty dollars. The Board of Directors believing 
that the interest of the State would suffer by the loss of the services of 
Mr. Higly, entered into a bond with him, in which they were joined 
by the Cashier in their own personal capacity, in a sum sufficient to make 
his salary equal to that offered him by the Bank of Mobile (five hundred 
and fifty dollars,) conditioned that if the Legislature should not increase 
leis salary to that amount, that the signers of the bond would make it good 
to him. 

The resolution goes on to order the Cashier to pay over the amount to 
Mr. Higly for one year, from the fifth of December, eighteen hundred 
and forty-three. 

On the adoption of that joint resolution, W. P. Gould and James S. 

Deas voted in the affirmative, and T. L. Toumin, President, in the neg¬ 
ative ; all of which your committee have had under consideration, and 
have instructed me to report that it is inexpedient to legislate upon the 
subject, and ask to be discharged from further consideration of the same. 

The report was laid on the table. 

Mr. Hudson made the following report : 

The select committee, to whom was referred so much of the Gover¬ 
nor’s message as relates to the death of ANDREW JACKSON, have had the 
same under consideration, and beg leave to report, that in responding to 
the suggestion of his Excellency Benjamin Fitzpatrick, relative to this 
melancholy event, your committee but too sensibly feel how inade¬ 
quate is language to express the deep-seated and pervading regret, which 
the announcement of this National affliction, brought upon our whole land. 
And though the hurried revolutions of every day life have followed the 
solemn obsequies of the departed Soldier, still the oppressed heart of the 
nation throbs with a stronger energy at the mention of him, whose name, 
while living, was a talisman of good ; and whose spirit “ from his urn" 
shall still “rule" his country's destiny. The universal sorrow evoked by 
this sad, though not unlooked for event, from all grades and hues of per¬ 
sons and opinions, immediately on the close of an acrimonious and highly 
exciting party conflict—a conflict in which the “illustrious dead" per¬ 
formed no ordinary part—the utter oblivion of all divisions and all 
strife, in the common desire to pay the last sad tribute of respect to 
the memory of the Hero and the Statesman—all attest, that ANDREW 
JACKSON, of all his cotemporaries “was first in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen." The enumeration of those vir¬ 
tues, and the recital of those deeds which bequeath his name to immortal¬ 
ity, belong not to this occasion, but are to form the glorious themes, of 
those whose province; it shall be to illuminate our Nation's history. 

Adorning the brightest page of our national glory, and standing side by 
side with those of the Father of His Country, the private virtues and pub- 
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lie achievements of this remarkable man, shall tell to those who are to 
succeed him, how a Soldier should conquer, and a Statesman rule— how 
an honest man should live, and a Christian die. In reviewing the event, 
ful life of this distinguished citizen, we cannot but be painfully impressed 
with the evanescence of all earthly greatness; while his calm and Chris¬ 
tian exit elevates every reflecting mind, to the contemplation of those 
higher honors, which pass not away! ANDREW JACKSON is no more! 
and though the recollection of his personal virtues and public services, 
tell through every feeling nerve to the surviving freemen of our land, 
how frail a memento of departed worth, is the sculptured column, which 
shall rise to prolong his name, yet we have the assurance that his more 
enduring monument shall he a place in “ the hearts of the good and 
brave," through all coming time. Responding to the universal and spon¬ 
taneous expression of sorrow; it the death of this great man, which arose 
throughout the length and breadth of the Nation, but more especially from 
the midst of those whose representatives we are: Therefore, 

Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama, in General Assembly convened, That while the 
State of Alabama deplores the death of ANDREW JACKSON, she will ever 
cherish his memory, as one of the last and most noble of that illustrious 
band of patriots, who achieved our liberties, by their valor, and secured 
them by their wisdom. 

Resolved, That in his death the country has lost a great public bene¬ 
factor; republican freedom, an able and consistent friend; and human 
liberty throughout the world, a bold and fearless champion. 

Resolved, That as the representatives of a State, in whose behalf he 
rendered signal services, amid peril, hardships and disaster, we desire 
to record upon the Legislative archives of the same, the deep sense of 
gratitude we entertain for his services, and the sincere regret we feel for 
his death. 

Resolved, That His Excellency, the Governor be requested to forward 
a copy of this preamble and resolutions to the family of the deceased. 

The report and resolutions were read and unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Seawell, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
petition and claim of the mercantile firm of Coley, Stewart & Co. re¬ 
ported a bill and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Norris introduced a bill to authorize the commissioners of six¬ 
teenth sections in the county of Dallas, to purchase land, and for other 
purposes; which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the bill appointing Commissioners to col¬ 
lect the debts due the Bank of the State of Alabama, and the Branches 
thereof, and to pay the State bonds, was taken from the table and read 
the first time. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the constitutional rule was suspended, 
and the bill read a second time and referred to the committee on the 
State Bank. 
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Mr. McClung, from the select committee, to whom was referred a 
resolution requiring them to inquire into the charges preferred against 
Seymour White, as set forth in the petition of Henry Hawley to the 
House of Representatives, and furnished the Senate by the House, un¬ 
der a resolution of the Senate, are sufficient to authorize a further in¬ 
vestigation into the conduct of said Judge. 

On motion, the report and resolutions were laid on the table. 

On motion of Mr. McClung, was taken from the table the message 
from the House of Representatives, asking the appointment of a com¬ 
mittee of five on the part of the Senate to act with a like committee on 
the part of the House, to prepare and report an address to their respective 
bodies, authorizing the Governor to remove from office Seymour White, 
Judge of the County Court of Henry county. 

Mr. McClung offered the following amendment, to wit: 

Strike out all after the word “appointed" and insert in lieu thereof 
“to inquire into and report on the truth of the charges and specifica¬ 
tions preferred in the petition of the said Henry Hawley; with the 
authority to send for persons and papers, to summon the said Seymour 
White to appear before said committee at such time and place as they 
may appoint and to report to their respective bodies if in their opinion 
the facts require such a course, an address to the Governor requiring 
him to remove the said Seymour White from the office of Judge of the 
County Court of Henry county." 

The resolution as amended was adopted. 

Messrs. McClung, Shorter, Kendrick, Ward, and Posey, were ap¬ 
pointed the committee on the part of the Senate. 

Mr. Wilson, from the committee on roads, bridges, and ferries, to 
whom was referred a bill to be entitled an act in relation to public 
roads, reported that they had amended the same by an additional sec¬ 
tion and as amended recommended its passage. 

The Senate disagreed to the report of the committee. 

Mr. Posey offered an amendment as follows: 

And that it be further enacted, That the Commissioners Court in 
each county may in its discretion prescribe the width of all lanes on the 
roads of the second and third grades within the limits of their respective 
counties. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Sellers offered an amendment excepting the county of Wilcox 
from the provisions of the bill. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, the bill and proposed amendment was 
postponed indefinitely. 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the Senate took up the joint 
resolution ratifying the proposed amendments to the constitution of the 
State of Alabama. 

On motion of Mr. Sellers, their further consideration was postponed 
until Wednesday next, and made the special order for that day. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 
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The bill to reduce the fees of jailers, was read a second time. 

Mr. Seawell moved to exempt the county of Mobile from the pro¬ 
visions of the bill ; which was lost. 

The bill was read a second time and ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

The bill to compel corporated companies to keep their roads and 
water courses in the repair required by their charters, was read a second 
time, and on motion of Mr. McClanahan, referred to the committee on 
the judiciary. 

The bill to incorporate the Alabama Military and Scientific Academy, 
was read a second time, and on motion Mr. Scott, referred to the com¬ 
mittee on education. 

The joint resolution for the benefit of the Alabama Military and 
Scientific Academy, was read a second time and referred to the com¬ 
mittee on education. 

The engrossed bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Robertson 
Institute, was read a third time and passed. 

Mr. McLemore offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Quarter Master General of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, be required to inform the Senate what amount of arms the State 
of Alabama has received from the United States, how many are now, 
on hand, and how many are now in the hands of the various volunteer 
companies of the State, and the name of each officer who received 
them.

Mr. Harris offered the following amendment; which was adopted: 

Provided, That nothing herein contained shall be so construed, as to 
give to said company any other powers than those which belong to the 
manufacturing business. 

Mr. McClanahan offered the following amendment; which was 

lost. 

“Be if further enacted, That the individual property, both real and 
personal, of every description, of each and every stockholder in said 
corporation, shall be liable for the payment of the debts or liabilities of 
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said company, in the same manner as if said stockholders were partners 
in trade." 

The yeas and nays were demanded on the amendment: 

YEAS— Messrs. President, Cocke, Hudson, Huey, McClanahan, 
Shorter, Turner, Walker and Ward. 

NAYS— Messrs. Ashe, Clarke, Dent, Falkner, Gilchrist, Griffin, Har¬ 
ris, Hardaway, Kendrick, McAlpin, McLemore, Oliver, Posey, Scott, 
Sellers, Seawell, Spruill and Wilson. 

The Senate proceeded to the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The engrossed bill regulating the pardoning power, and the remis¬ 
sion of fines and forfeitures, was read a third time and laid on the 
table. 

The engrossed bill entitled an act to amend an act incorporating the 
town of Carrollton, in the county of Pickens, was read a third time and 
passed. 

On motion of Mr. Dent, the bill regulating the pardoning power 
and the remission of fines and forfeitures, was taken from the table 
and read a third time and passed. Yeas 17— Nays 13: 

YEAS—Messrs. President, Ashe, Clarke, Cocke, Falkner, Gilchrist, 
Griffin, Kendrick, Marchbanks, McClung, Posey, Scott, Sellers, Sea- 
well, Shorter, Walker and Ward. 

NAYS—Messrs. Dent, Harris, Hardaway, Hudson, Huey, McClana¬ 
han, McAlpin, McLemore, Morrisett, Oliver, Spruill, Turner and Wil¬ 
son. 

The engrossed bill entitled an act, concerning last wills and testa¬ 
ments, was read a third time and passed. 

The bill entitled an act for the better regulating of the State Print¬ 
ing, was read a second time. 

Mr. Posey offered the following amendment; which was lost: 

Provided, The present State Printer shall complete the printing of 
the laws and journals of the present session. 

The yeas and nays were demanded on the amendment. Yeas 5— 
Nays 21: 

YEAS— Messrs. Hudson, Huey, McClanahan, Posey and Turner. 

NAYS—Messrs. President, Ashe, Cocke, Clarke, Dent, Falkner, 
Gilchrist. Griffin, Hardaway, Marchbanks, McClung, Morrisett, Norris, 
Oliver, Scott, Sellers, Smith, Spruill, Walker, Ward and Wilson. 

Mr. Wilson, (Mr. McClung in the chair,) moved to amend the bill 
by striking out the words, “two thousand journals of the Senate and 
of the House of Representatives," and inserting in lieu thereof, “seven 
hundred and fifty.” 

Mr. Wilson called for a division of the question, which was first 
taken upon striking out. The motion carried. 

Mr. Hudson moved to fill the blank with one, thousand copies; which 
was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, the blank was filled with eight hundred 
copies. 
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On motion of Mr. Hudson, the constitutional rule was suspended, 
and the bill read a third time forth with and passed. 

The engrossed bill to reduce the number of directors in the Mont¬ 
gomery and West Point Rail Road Company, was read a third time 
and passed. 

The engrossed bill to compel incorporated companies to keep their 
roads and water courses in repair, required by their charters, was read 
a third time and passed. 

The bill to incorporate the Alabama Military and Scientific Institute 
in the county of Macon, was read a third time and passed. 

Engrossed joint resolutions for the benefit of the Alabama Military 
and Scientific Institute in the county of Macon, was read the third time 
and passed. 

The bill to be entitled all act to amend the road law in the county of 
Barbour, was read a second time and ordered to a third reading. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, for the relief 
of Charles S. Hawkins, was read a third time. 

On motion of Mr. McClung, the Senate adjourned until ten o'clock, 
to-morrow morning. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING, December 31st, 1845. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Dent presented the account of Thomas J. Johnston; which was 
referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. Kendrick presented the account of Henry Adams, sheriff of 
Coffee county; which was referred to the committee on accounts. 

Mr. Hardaway presented the petition of sundry citizens of township 
fifteen, range thirty-one, in Russell county; which was referred to the 
committee on sixteenth sections. 

Mr. Hardaway presented the petition of sundry citizens of Russell 
county, in relation to the exercise of the water privileges for manufac¬ 
turing purposes on the Chattahoochie river; which was read, and on 
motion, referred to a select committee. 

Messrs. Shorter, Hardaway and McLemore, were appointed said 
committee. 

A message from the House of Representatives, by Mr. Clitherall: 

Mr. President—The House of Representatives has passed bills of the 
following titles, viz: 

A bill for the relief of township nineteen, range eight, in Talladega 
county: 

A bill to appoint a building committee for the county of Henry: 

A bill for the relief of Jane Frances Young: 

A bill to change the time of holding the County Court of Limestone 
county: 

And a bill to require the judge of the County Court of Butler county 
to reside within five miles of the court house, and for other purposes. 
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The above bills were severally read a first time and ordered to a 
second reading. 

The engrossed bill from the House of Representatives, entitled an act 
for the relief of Robert Mitchell, was read a first time, the constitu¬ 
tional rule being suspended, was read a second time forthwith: 

On motion of Mr. Kendrick, the bill was laid on the table for the 
present. 

Mr. McClanahan, from the committee on propositions and grievances, 
to whom was referred a petition of sundry citizens of Marion county, 
praying for a special tax, reported a bill in confonnity with the prayer 
of the petition and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. McClanahan, from the same committee, to whom was referred 
the petition of B. G. Furnace, reported the same to the Senate as in¬ 
expedient to be passed. 

The senate concurred in the report of the committee. 

Mr. Turner asked and obtained leave to withdraw the petition. 

Mr. Walker, from the committee on the State Bank and Branches, 
to whom was referred a bill to be entitled an act to repeat an act there¬ 
in named, reported, that the object contemplated by the bill, was em¬ 
braced in the provisions of a bill now before the Senate, and asked to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the subject.

of the sections of a bill now before the Senate. 

The report, on motion of Mr. Hudson, was laid on the table. 

Mr. Hudson, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act to give discretion to the Commissioner's Courts of 
roads and revenue of Lauderdale county, reported a substitute for the 
same ; 

The substitute was adopted, and the bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Wilson, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill to 
be entitled an act to reduce the pay of witnesses in the county of Dale, 
reported the same back with an amendment, and recommended its 
passage. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Wilson, from the select committee, to whom had been referred a 
bill to be entitled an act, to alter the mode of drawing jurors in the county 
of Jackson and De Kalb, reported the same to the Senate with an amend¬ 
ment, and recommended its passage. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Posey, from the committee on sixteenth sections, to whom was 
referred a petition of the inhabitants of township thirteen, in the county 
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of Barbour, reported a bill in conformity with the prayer of the pe¬ 
tition. 

The bill was read a first time anal ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Hudson offered the following preamble and resolutions; which 
were adopted: 

Whereas, the removing of convicts from the several counties in this 
State to the Penitentiary, is attended with considerable expense under- 
the present regulation : Therefore, 

Be it resolved, That the committee on the Penitentiary be requested 
to inquire into the expediency of so amending the existing law upon 
that subject, as will ensure more economy, and the safe delivery of such 
convicts. 

Resolved further, That said committee be instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of establishing agencies in the State, for the purpose of 
disposing of the articles manufactured by said convicts. 

And be it further resolved, That said committee be instructed to in¬ 
quire into the expediency of leasing out the Penitentiary for a term of 
years, under proper rules and regulations, to some responsible person, 
and that they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. McClung, 

The bill entitled an act; requiring plaintiffs to give security for costs, 
was taken from the table and read a second time. 

Mr. McClung offered the following amendment, to come in at the end 
of the first section ; which was adopted: 

Provided however, That this act shall not be so construed as to apply 
to suits brought or to be brought in favor of any of the ba nk s established 
by law in this State. 

Mr. Gilchrist offered the following amendment: 

Strike out all after the word “cost”, in the fourth line of the fifth sec¬ 
tion, and substitute the following: “created by the plaintiff, in obtaining 
his judgment and execution, but no costs created by any defendant on 
the part of the defendant, shall be taxed or collected in said execution.” 

Mr. Posey moved the indefinite postponement of the bill, and propose- 
ed an amendment. 

Mr. President announced the hour of eleven had arrived, when 
the Senate took up the consideration of the orders of the day. 

The engrossed joint resolutions ratifying the proposed amendments to 
the constitution, was taken up: 

And on motion of Mr. McLemore, 

Its further consideration was postponed until Friday next. 

The bill to be entitled an act, providing for attachment in Chancery, 
was next in order. 

The Senate concurred in the amendment offered by the committee on 
the judiciary. 

Mr. Shorter offered the following amendments ; which were adopt¬ 
ed, viz: 

Insert in the first section, after the words “personal property, or so 
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much thereof as is necessary to satisfy the complainants claim,” these 
words: “ repleivable in such manner as the Judge or Chancellor granting 
such attachments may direct." 

Insert in the third section after the words “ non-resident debtors," 
these words : “and to such debtors as are fraudulenly disposing of their 
property with fraudulent intent." 

Strike out the word “ Clerk" in the sixth and eighth sections, and in 
sert in lieu thereof; the word " register." 

Insert in the eighth section, after the words " beyond the limits of this 
State, these words: or disposing of the same with fraudulent intent." 

On motion, the Senate adjourned. 

THURSDAY MORNING, January 1st, 1846. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Watrous, from the committee on the judicary, to whom was refer¬ 
red a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of abol¬ 
ishing tax fees in State cases upon forfeited bonds, when defendants are 
excused by the court, reported a bill and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. McClung, from tile judiciary committee, to whom was referred 
the petition of Lewis Kennedy, praying the passage of a law authorizing 
him to remove to his office in the town of Wetumpka, the records and pa¬ 
pers appertaining to Chancery causes which have been determined, with 
a view of publishing the same, reported that it would be inexpedient to 
grant the prayer of the petitioner. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr. McClung, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to require security for costs in suits commenced by corporations, re¬ 
ported the same, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr. Morrisett, from the committee on the State Bank, to whom was 
referred a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of 
compelling all tax collectors, Bank attorneys, agents, sheriffs, &c., to 
pay over all the specie or specie funds, which they collect for the State, 
without exchanging the same, reported a bill in confonnity with the res¬ 
olution, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. McClung, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
petition of sundry citizens of the city of Huntsville, praying the eman¬ 
cipation of Judy Spence, reported a bill in confonnity with the petition, 
and recommended its passage. 

Mr. Kendrick, from the select committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to regulate the pay of petit jurors, in the counties of Henry, dale, Coffee, 
Covington and Randolph, reported the following amendment; which 
was adopted: 

After the words “Randolph,” add “Pike and Marshall,” and after 
the word “jury”, in the fourth line of the third section, insert the fol- 
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lowing: “or plead guilty of the charges for which the defendant may 
be indicted," insert an additional sections to come in as the fourth sec¬ 
tion of the bill. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Watrous offered a joint resolution, to require the Secretary of 
State to deliver to the Librarian of the University of Alabama, the works on 
Natural History, presented by the State of New York to the State of Al¬ 
abama; which was adopted. 

Mr. Clarke introduced a bill to allow the Commissioners of roads and 
revenue of Benton county, compensation for visiting the poor house; 
which was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

The engrossed joint memorial to the Congress of the United States 
was read a second time ; 

And on motion of Mr. Clarke: 

Was referred to a select committee--messrs. Clarke, Smith and Ashe 
were appointed the committee. 

On motion of Mr. McClung, 

The bill to incorporate the Southern Rail Road Company, was taken 
from the table and read a second time 

Mr. McClung offered the following amendment; which was adopted: 

Provided however, That before the application of said writ, the owner 
or owners of any such land, a sum of money by them deemed equivalent 
to the damage to be sustained, and on refusal to accept the sum tendered 
or the verdict for the same amount or a less sum ; the cost shall be taxed 
to and be paid by such owner of the land upon which such inquest shall 
be held. 

Mr. Watrous offered the following amendment; which was adopted: 

Strike out the following words in the twenty second section: “The 
State of Alabama reserves the right to subscribe as stock at par, in said 
company at the next session of the legislature, the interest which the 
State has in a loan made to the Montgomery and West Point Rail Road 
Company, to the amount of one hundred and twelve thousand dollars, by 
virtue of an act, approved January, eighteen hundred and forty-five. 

Mr. McClanahan offered the following amendments: 

Strike out the work “likewise” in the sixth line; which was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, 

The constitutional rule was suspended, and the bill read a third time 
and passed. 

A message from the House of Representatives, by Mr. Clitherall: 

Mr. President--The House of Representatives has passed bills of the 
following titles, to wit: and 

A bill to extend the sessions of the February term of the County Court 
of Perry county : and 

A joint memorial to the Congress of the United States, requesting 
that the reserved lands in the St. Stephens Land District be offered for 
sale. 
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The engrossed bill to extend the session of the February term of the 
County Court of Perry county, was read a first time: 

And the constitutional rule being suspended, was read a second and 
third time and passed. 

The hour of twelve o'clock having arrived, the Senate took up the 
special order— the Bank bill: 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, 

The bill was recommitted to the committee on the State Bank, with 
the following instructions, viz: 

To report a substitute, retaining the third section as it stands. 

Mr. Spruill, from the committee on enrolled bills, reported as correct¬ 
ly enrolled: 

A bill to extend the sessions of the February tenn of the County Court 
of Henry county. 

The Senate adjourned until to-morrow morning, ten o'clock. 

FRIDAY MORNING, January 2d, 1846. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Posey made the following report: 

The majority of the committee on sixteenth sections, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of 
causing the Banks to refund to the townships all the moneys on deposit 
with them, for the sale of sixteenth sections: 

And also, a petition from the inhabitants of township twenty-two, in 
Pickens county, have had the same under consideration, and instructed 
the to report: 

That the whole subject of sixteenth section fund is involved in no or¬ 
dinary difficulties; that the committee have reflected much on the several 
propositions referred to them, and have concluded to submit to the Senate 
a bill to withdraw the sixteenth section fund from the Banks and re-in¬ 
vest in lands, or in the bonds of the State at the election of the township. 
The chief objection to this plan, is the repayment of the money collect¬ 
ed by the Banks in their own bills, and thus increase instead of diminish¬ 
ing the circulation; and that too, at a period when we are desirous of 
winding up the Bank as speedily as possible. On the other hand, there 
are objections, as the committee conceive, to the issuance of certificates 
State Stock. 

The sixteenth section fund was deposited in the Banks for the use of 
tke townships to which it belonged, and in restoring it to the true owners, 
the legislature merely perfonns an act of sheer justice to the township. 

The amount of sixteenth section funds collected by the Banks, does 
not satisfactorily appear from the reports to the present session: a year 
ago the amount was eight hundred and eighty-eight thousand dollars, and 
the committee suppose the amount collected since that period has not been 
considerable. 

The notes of purchasers of sixteenth sections remaining uncollected, 
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probably amount to a half million of dollars. It is unknown to the com¬ 
mittee what portion of these notes acre “good, bad, or doubtful." 

The truth is, the sources of infonnation accessible to the committee, 
are very limited. No returns are made to the General Assembly; show¬ 
ing the amount of sixteenth section fund, or affording any information 
whatever as to the condition of the township schools. The act of eigh¬ 
teen hundred and thirty-three, requiring such returns, has not been ob¬ 
served, and the consequence is, the legislature is without adequate infor¬ 
mation in reference to the condition of the township schools. 

The whole system of common schools demands a thorough revision: as 
now constituted, they are not what the tenn “common” schools is gener¬ 
ally understood to mean. They are not common in the township where 
a common school education is most needed. This radical defect in the 
system can be remedied only by grants to the townships in which the 
sixteenth section is not of sufficient value to support a school. This aid 
is so essential to the cause of common schools in this State, that it ought 
to be extended to the townships which have no fund. Until such assis¬ 
tance can he afforded, we may not expect to have a generally extended 
and prosperous system of common schools. 

But to return to the more immediate subject of this report— the res¬ 
toration of sixteenth section fund to the township to which it belong 
The majority of the committee prefer the restoration of the funds to the 
issuing of certificates of State stock, for the reasons mainly that it is a 
trust fund to which the owners are entitled: that the State as trustee for 
these townships, is bound by the strongest obligations to restore the fund 
or place it out of the reach of all hazards of loss. The certificates on 
State stock, if issued, might in the course of time give rise to questions 
which it is important to the township entitled to the use of it, should not 
be caused by the action of the Legislature. 

The bill was read a first time and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr. Posey made the following report: 

The committee to whom was referred “a bill to be entitled an act to 
amend the laws in relation to sixteen sections and provide a common 
school fund,” have had the same under consideration, and instructed me to 
report: 

That by the terms of the grant the sixteenth section fund is exclusively 
the property of the inhabitants of the township for the use of schools in 
the township; and although the bill does not propose to convert the fund 
into a general school fund without the consent of those for whose use it 
was given, yet the committee are of opinion that inhabitants of townships 
having valuable sixteen sections, would not accept the provisions of this 
bill. 

Their refusal to do so would render the law inoperative. And however 
desirable it may be to equalize the common school fund, your committee 
know of no practical plan of effecting it, other than by grant from the 
State or General Government, in aid of the valueless sixteenth sections. 

The Legislature has the power to, give to the townships which have no 
sixteenth section fund, provided, the State had the ability to do so; but 
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there is no power which can lawfully deprive one portion of our citizens 
of the sacred rights of property, to bestow them on another class, how¬ 
ever meritorious the latter may be. 

It is unfortunate for the cause of common schools that the grant of 
each sixteen section was limited to the use of inhabitants of the township 
alone; perhaps its practical operation was not foreseen by the General 
Government, or this liberal donation would have been made not to the 
inhabitants of the townships, but to the State, for the common benefit of 
all its citizens. Be this supposition probable or otherwise, the Legisla¬ 
ture can not alter the tenns of the grant, and make this fund common pro¬ 
perty. 

The donation was of the section marked sixteen in every township, 
to the inhabitants of such township for the use of schools. It was so 
accepted by the people of this State, who have declared by their consti¬ 
tution, that the “General Assembly shall take measures to preserve from 
unnecessary waste or damage, such lands as are, or may hereafter be 
granted by the United States for the use of schools within each township 
in this State, and apply the funds which may be raised from such bonds 
in strict confonnity with the object of such.” It may be well question¬ 
ed, whether it is competent for the legislature, even with the consent of 
the inhabitants of a township, to change the character of sixteenth sec¬ 
tion fund, as is proposed by the bill. “A strict conformity with the ob¬ 
ject of the grant,” in opinion of the committee, imposes a constitutional 
barrier to all legislation, with the intent to make the sixteenth section 
school fund, a common school fund, in literal acceptation of the tenn. 

But while your committee are constrained to come to the conclusion, 
that the legislature cannot take away from the inhabitants of a township, 
any part of the sixteenth section fund, they (the committee) are fully 
sensible of the strong claims which the citizens of townships, whose six¬ 
teenth sections are of little or no value, have on the General As¬ 
sembly for aid and protection. A helping hand was extended to them, 
so long as the State had the ability to help, and now the alternative is 
presented— shall we devote all our means to pay our debts? or shall we 
appropriate any part of our limited sources to the support of common 
schools. 

The committee will not on this occasion, attempt to elucidate these 
questions, but conclude this report by returning the bill in question to 
the Senate, and (for the reasons already stated,) advising against the 
passage of the bill. 

The report and bill were read and laid on the table. 

Mr. Walker, from the committee on the State Bank and Branches; 
to whom was referred a resolution, instructing them to inquire into the 
expediency of closing the business of all the Banks, reported, that it 
was inexpedient to legislate upon the subject at this time. 

The report was laid on the table. 

Mr. Dent introduced a bill of the following title, viz: 

A bill to be entitled an act in relation to sixteenth sections, as to the 
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county of Tuscaloosa; which was read a first time and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading. 

Mr. Sellers introduced a bill to be entitled an act, for the relief 
mortgagees, and for other purposes, approved, January twenty fifth, 
eighteen hundred and forty-five; which was read a first time and or¬ 
dered to a second reading. 

Mr. Scott presented the memorial of the commissioners of roads and 
revenue of Macon and Montgomery, asking that Littleberry Strange 
and his associates may be allowed to erect a toll bridge across Line 
Creek; which was referred to the committee on roads, bridges and 
ferries. 

On motion of Mr. Harris, the report and bill to be entitled an act 
for the relief Robert L. Lauderdale and other persons therein named, 
was taken from the table. 

The Senate refused to concur in the report of the committee by 
yeas and nays:

The bill was then ordered to be engrossed for a third reading.

The above bills were severally read a first time and ordered to a second 
reading. 

On motion of Mr. Hudson, the vote adopting the resolution, request¬ 
ing the Secretary of State to deliver to the librarian of the University of 
the State of Alabama, the works on Natural History, presented by the 
State of New York to the State of Alabama, was reconsidered. 

The further consideration of the subject was postponed until to¬ 
morrow. 

Mr. President announced that the hour of eleven had arrived, when 
the Senate proceeded to the consideration of the special order, which 
was the joint resolution ratifying the proposed amendment to the consti¬ 
tution. 
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Mr. Norris moved to postpone the further consideration of the subject 
until Thursday next; which was lost:

A bill to be entitled an act to require plaintiffs to give security for 
costs, was indefinitely postponed:

The question pending, was the reference of the bill to the committee 
on sixteenth sections.

Mr. Kendrick, from the committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was 
referred a resolution requiring said committee to report upon the expedi¬ 
ency of amending the law relative to conveying convicts to the State 
prison, in such way as to make it the duty of the Warden to send after 
those convicts; and also to inquire into the expediency of establishing 
agencies for the sale of manufactured articles of the Penitentiary, report¬ 
ed a bill and recommended its passage.

Mr. Smith presented the petition of John Jones, of De Kalb county; 
which was referred to the committee on the judiciary. 

Mr. Seawell presented the petition of D. B. Crane, and other citizens 
of Mobile county; which was referred to the committee on propositions 
and grievances. 

The joint resolutions ratifying the proposed amendments to the con¬ 
stitution was taken up for consideration.

On motion of Mr. Dent, the constitutional rule was suspended, and 
the bill read a third time and passed. 

Mr. McClung, from the same committee, to whom had been refer¬ 
red a bill to authorize the Judge of the County Court of Jefferson 
county to sell certain escheated property, reported the same back with 
out amendment, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr. Falkner, from the committee on the judiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a resolution instructing them to inquire into the expediency of 
amending the law in relation to claim bonds, and bonds given for se¬ 
curity for costs, reported a bill on the subject, and recommended its pas¬ 
sage. 

The bill was read a second time, and ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Gilchrist, from the committee on the military affairs, to whom 
was referred a bill to establish a new beat in Talladega county, report¬ 
ed that it is inexpedient to legislate on the subject.

Mr. Norris made the following report: 

The select committee, to whom was referred a bill entitled an act to 
provide for the withdrawal and reinvestment of the sixteenth section 
fund, together with the proposed substitute, have had the same under 
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consideration and have instructed me to report the following amend¬ 
ment to the original bill and to recommend its passage: 

Strike out the words “ have accrued," in the first section, and insert 
the words “be due;" strike out the word “or" in the last line of the 
second section, and after the words “State stock," or loaned out to indi¬ 
viduals upon real and personal security, at the rate of eight per cent, per 
annum interest. 

Section 5. And be it further enacted, That in all cases where it 
may be determined by election to loan said sum, if the principal or any 
part thereof belonging to any township, shall be lost from any cause, it 
shall be the duty of the Judge of the county and Commissioners of roads 
and revenue in which such township is situated, to levy on the citizens of 
said township, a tax sufficient, after paying the expenses of assessing and 
collecting the same, to equal the amount of annual interest on the original 
sum belonging to said township ; which tax shall be levied according to 
the rates of the State tax then in existence, and shall be collected by the 
county tax collector, who shall pay the same to the commissioners of said 
township, and they shall apply the same to the support of township 
schools as now provided by law. 

The Senate adopted the amendments of the committee. 

Mr. Norris offered the following amendment, to come in after the 
fourth section : 

“And in all cases where any township may decide to loan the six¬ 
teenth section fund, the commissioners of such township shall before they 
withdraw said fund from Bank, give bond payable to the Judge of the 
County Court, and his successors in office, with two or more good and 
sufficient securities, to be approved of by the Judge in a sum at least 
double the amount of such fund." 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. Yeas 17— 
Nays 14 :

Mr. Shorter submitted the following report; which was read and laid 
on the table : 

The undersigned, a minority of the select committee, to whom was 
referred a bill to provide for the withdrawal and reinvestment of the six¬ 
teenth section fund, and the substitute offered for the same, after mature 
reflection is compelled to dissent from the report made by the majority; 
and as the subject involved is of great and abiding interest to the people 
Alabama, asks leave very briefly to state the reasons upon which such 
dissent is founded. 

The undersigned admits without argument that the “act to enable the 
people of Alabama territory to form a constitution and State government 
and for the admission of such State into the Union on an equal footing 
J 
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with the original States," the section numbered sixteen in every township 
was granted in perpetuity to the inhabitants thereof, respectively, and 
that by the provisions of the same act the State of Alabama became the 
trustee for each township, to apply the funds which may be raised from 
such lands its strict conformity witty the object of such grant. 

If these positions be true, then follows undeniably the conclusion, that 
while the equitable or beneficiary interest belongs to the township, the 
legal title to all sixteenth sections and the proceeds of the same is vested 
in the State. Such being the facts, the State can not, if she would, sur¬ 
render to the townships we management of the school fund without the 
assent of Congress—one of the parties to the contract by which Alabama 
came into the Union. 

The bill recommended by the majority of the committee is at variance 
with this conclusion, because it discharges the State from her office and 
duties of trustee, by conferring the future control of the fund upon com¬ 
missioners appointed by the several townships. 

Had the Legislature this power, such a disposition of it will, in the 
opinion of the undersigned, prove the most effectual mode to secure the 
total and retrievable safety of a fund, which by the generous provisions 
of Congress was conveyed for the maintenance of education in Alabama, 
and which the State both by her contract of Union and by the mandate 
of her constitution, is bound to pursue for all time to come. 

The bill is further objectionable, because it provides for the payment of 
the money collected on account of the townships, in the bills of the State 
Bank. ’This provision, if adopted, will throw again in circulation nearly 
one million dollars of depreciated currency ; and which from the very 
act will still more depreciate, to the great injustice of bill holders and our 
entire population ; while the reissue itself, as the undersigned believes, 
will be a violation of the constitution of the United States, as such notes 
when returned to circulation after their redemption by the State will be 
none other than bills of credit. 

In support of this policy, however, we are referred to the practice and 
past legislation of the Sate : but to these we ought to look with sorrow, 
and not with approbation. Should the Legislature in their wisdom de¬ 
cline to take such measures as will secure the consolidation of the school 
funds, and continue the policy of the appropriation to the separate town¬ 
ships now provided by law, the objection above stated may be avoided by 
issuing the certificates of the State, bearing interest, to the several town¬ 
ships for their respective amounts on deposit in her Banks; or by an 
assignment of good notes and other paper, to be collected free of charge 
upon the townships and applying the proceeds in purchase at their market 
value, of the outstanding bonds of the State bearing the largest interest, 
and placing the same on deposit with the treasurer, with authority, to pay 
over the interest as it may become due. 

When we consider the design of Congress in the grant of six hundred 
and forty acres of land in every township in Alabama, we cannot resist 
the conclusion, that such grant was made to secure the blessings of educa¬ 
tion equally to all the people of the State, without distinction as to wealth 
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or rank. Experience and time, however, have proven that the great mass 
of her citizens, for the little or no value of far the larger portion of the 
land, derive no benefit whatever from the grant; while they annually 
contribute of their subsistence to the support of schools and seminaries 
of learning for the benefit of the few in more favored regions. This is 
their misfortune and not their fault. The undersigned believes that with 
the approbation of Congress, and by the consent of the townships, the 
entire grant may be reduced to a common fund, which could be vested 
as principal by the State in her own bonds, and the interest annually ac¬ 
cruing thereon to the while population. Under such provisions the true 
intent of the grant by Congress would be obtained. The danger of the 
repudiation of the fund suggested by some, would be at an end. The 
masses and those most needful would receive the benefits of it, and would 
thus be persuaded cheerfully to suffer any taxation necessary to preserve 
it, and to hand it down undiminished to posterity. Alabama would thus 
erect an enduring monument to her fame, by securing a certain guarantee 
against dishonor in the improving intelligence and virtue of her sons. 

Let it not he said that the consummation of the plan is impracticable. 
The best feelings of human nature, love for our neighbor, a desire for the 
wealth and happiness of our people, and the maintenance of the faith of 
our State, are prompt to its adoption. When maturely considered by the 
generous citizens of Alabama, it will and must receive their cordial ap¬ 
probation. 

While the undersigned deeply feels the difficulty attending this subject 
and is sensible of the diversity of opinion with which it is embarrassed, 
still he indulges the hope, that the plan herein commended may ultimate¬ 
ly succeed, and as the same is introduced by the honorable senator from 
De Kalb now before the Senate, he requests for that bill their most fa¬ 
vorable consideration.

"And in all cases of indebtedness to said Banks, where the debtors 
failed to pay one third of their debts, as prescribed by the existing law, 
they shall with the written assent of their sureties, or endorsers, have in¬ 
dulgence until the first day of June, eighteen hundred and forty seven, 
on the payment of two thirds of their debts, with the interest or costs 
that may have accrued thereby, on, or before the first day of June next: 
Provided however, that no extension shall take place on any debt taken 
as collateral security; on any debt due or running to maturity, made in 
pursuance of any compromise, or special contract; nor debts due for the 
purchase of property sold by the Bank; or bills of exchange purchased 
for the purpose of meeting the interest on the State Bonds."

"TUESDAY MORNING, January 13, 1846, 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Turner asked and obtained leave to change his vote against order¬ 
ing the bill entitled an act to settle the affairs of the State Bank and 
Branches, to be engrossed for a third reading; he having voted through 
mistake. 

Mr. Hudson presented the account of William M. Montgomery; 
which was referred to the committee on accounts and claims. 

Mr. Hudson made the following report: 

The joint examining committee on the State Bank and Branches 
have instructed us to submit, the accompanying tabular statements of the 
debts due to the Bank of the State and its several Branches, condensed and 
classified, as Good, Bad, Doubtful and Unknown; amounting in the ag¬ 
gregate to the sum of thirteen million, one hundred and thirty— nine thou 
sand, nine hundred and seventy-four dollars, and ninety-seven cents,— 
($13,139,974 97.) 

In arriving at this aggregate, the committee took down each debt at the 
amount shown to be owing at the date of maturity, as set down in the 
reports of the Banks, without deducting partial payments, curtail¬ 
ments and cotton accounts, which operate as credits on the debts; as 
they had no means of ascertaining to which class they properly bolonged. 
These items of credits will of course reduce the aggregate shown in the 
table, as owing to the Banks, to the extent of their total. 

The Unknown Debt, as shown in the statement, will appear very 
large, being one million, nine hundred and forty-two thousand and nine¬ 
ty-three dollars and thirty-eight cents— ($1,942,093 38,)— this sum, 
however, embraces the cotton notes and bills at the Bank of the State, 
amounting to five hundred and eighty-nine thousand, four hundred and 
three dollars and forty-five cents,— (,$589,403 45)— and the bills receiv¬ 
able at the Branch at Mobile, amounting to nine hundred and fifty-eight 
thousand, eight hundred and six dollars and fifteen cents,— ($958,806 15) 
— which not having been marked, the committee could not more appro¬ 
priately classify. All which is respectfully submitted.

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Mr. Dent moved to lay the report together with the tabular statement 
on the table; and that thirty-three copies be printed for the use of the 
Senate. 

On motion of Mr. McClung, one hundred copies were ordered to be 
printed. 

Mr. McClung made the following report: 

The Judiciary committee, to whom was referred the “joint resolution, 
ratifying the proposed amendments to the Constitution of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, providing for biennial sessions of the Legislature, and for other 
purposes," have had the same under consideration, and have instructed 
me to report it back to the Senate without amendment, and to recommend 
its passage, 

In considering so much of the resolution as relates to the subject of 
biennial sessions of the Legislature, the committee are aware, that there 
are seeming difficulties arising from that provision in the contemplated 
amendment which refers to the classification of Senators. These difficul¬ 
ties, however, are not insunnountable; and from the repeated and deci¬ 
sive evidences of public sentiment in favor of the change, they feel under 
the highest obligation to carry out the wishes of the majority, as express¬ 
ed at the last general election. 

It will be recollected, by those who are familiar with our political his¬ 
tory, that a similar change was proposed by the Legislature in the year 
eighteen hundred and twenty-seven. The proposed amendment was 
passed by a majority of the popular vote, and failed ultimately, on its 
final passage in the Legislature. This subject has been much agitated 
throughout the State ever since the adoption of our Constitution. It 
has been twice approved by a majority of the voters of Alabama, and 
should it be twice rejected by their representatives, they may well sup¬ 
pose that their interest have been confided to incompetent, or faithless 
agents. 

There are some amendments to the Constitution so simple, as to be com- 
lete in themselves--others again, although they effect an important altera¬ 
tion in the fundamental law, require the aid of legislative action, pointing 
out the mode of proceeding under the change, and settling details which 
were not deemed necessary to incorporate in the Constitution. The 
committee are of opinion, that the amendment under consideration, is of 
itself, sufficient, as a fundamental provision—that the machinery is per¬ 
fect, only requiring legislative aid to put it in motion. It only remains, 
then, to recommend to the Senate such auxiliary enactments, as will give 
efficiency to the popular will, expressed with so much unanimity on this 
important subject. 

Under the proposed amendment, Senators are to be classified “at the 
first meeting of the General Assembly after the adoption" of the resolu¬ 
tions. Some have asked, at what session shall this be done? To what 
does the tenn, “ adoption," refer?--to the popular vote, or to the final 
action of the Legislature consummating the amendment? The committee 
have arrived at the conclusion, that it means the last act which gives 
validity to the change—to the final action of the Legislature. If this be 
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correct, the present being the session at which the amendments, are 
to be adopted, if at all, Senators are not to be classified until the next 
session after this one shall have been adjourned. If the term, "adopted” 
could be construed to refer to the action of the people at the election, 
then the classification would be of the present members. Under the ex¬ 
isting Constitution, the senatorial tenn (if service is three years-one- 
third of the members going out of office annually, on the first Monday in 
August. The tenn, however, is enlarged under the amendment to four 
years. Could it have been intended, either by the last Legislature, or 
by the people, in voting on the subject, that a Senator who had served 
his three regular sessions, almost his full time, should, by the process of 
classification, have a renewal of his already virtually exhausted term, 
running four years beyond the time for which he was elected? It has 
frequently been asked, can Senators elected for three years be deprived 
of part of the terms for which they were chosen? A negative answer 
would imply, that it would not be competent for the people to renew 
their Constitution, or remodel their fonn of government. It is surely 
not only in the power of the people to curtail, by amendment of the Con- 
stition, part of an existing tenn, but they could, if they thought proper to 
do so, abolish the Senate altogether. The adoption of the proposed 
amendment changing the term to four years, will, in the opinion of some 
of the committee be an abrogation of the existing tenn, to take effect at 
the time of the next general election, and would be as effectual for this 
purpose, as if the amendment proposed a direct repealing provision. No 
particular form of expression is necessary to repeal a law. An enactment 
inconsistent with that which was before in force, is of itself a repeal. 

The next inquiry which arises, is, when shall the next election for 
Senators and Representatives be held? After the adoption of the amend¬ 
ment, this can be settled by an auxiliary act of ordinary legislation. 

To preserve the general symmetry of the Constitution, and to prevent 
the necessity of another change in one of its provisions, it might simply 
be enacted, that it shall take place on the first Monday in August, 
eighteen hundred and forty-seven, and every two years thereafter. This 
would be in consonance with the provisions of the Constitution, which 
require, that the Governor shall be elected at the times and places for 
electing Senators and Representatives. 

Representatives in Congress too, are to be chosen on the first Monday 
in August, eighteen hundred and forty-seven, and every two years 
thereafter; and it is deemed best that all these important elections should 
take place at the same time, so as to afford inducements for a full expres¬ 
sion of the popular will. 

But it will be asked, will not this produce a legislative interregnum from 
the first of August, eighteen hundred and forty-six, to the first of Au¬ 
gust, eighteen hundred and forty-seven? Admitting this to be the fact, 
no inconvenience is liklely to arise from it. The great evils of the 
times are too much and too frequent legislation; and while the judicial 
and executive departments of the Government are in full operation 
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no serious injury need be apprehended from a mere hiatus in the law 
making power. 

If this plan should be selected, no other provision would be neces¬ 
sary to give validity to the proposed amendment. 

Another plan would also carry out the wishes of the people on this 
subject, and would obviate the inconveniences which are apprehended 
by some from the adoption of the one above stated. Let a law be 
passed requiring elections for Senators and Representatives to be held 
on the first Monday in August next, and every two years thereafter. 

There then would be no interregnum in any branch of the government. 
This however, would postpone the active operation of the change for 
one year, and would render necessary an amendment to the constitution, 
to the effect that the Governor to be elected in August, eighteen hun¬ 
dred and forty-seven, should hold his office for one year; afterwards for 
two years, and to be elected at the time of the general election for Sen¬ 
ators and Representatives. This latter alternative would however su¬ 
perinduce the necessity of a session of the legislature during this year. 

For the purpose of presenting the subject fairly before the Senate, 
the committee have instructed me to report a bill on each of the plans 
above suggested.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 

By a resolution of the last session, approved the twenty-seventh of 
January, eighteen hundred and forty-five, the Governor was authorized 
to employ one or more persons to take possession of the iron that was 
unsold, which had been removed from the Tennessee Canal, to ascertain 
all the facts connected with, the removal, sale and situation of said iron,

FRIDAY MORNING, January 16, 1846 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. Marchbanks presented the petition of Leroy Kennedy, and other 
citizens of Marion county ;which was referred to the committee on 
propositions and grievances. 

Mr. Shorter made the following report : 

The select committee, to whom was referred the petition of sundry 
citizens of Russell county, in relation to the boundary lines between the 
States of Georgia and Alabama, have had the same under considera¬ 
tion, and after giving to the subject involved, the time and investiga¬ 
tion which their other duties would allow, have instructed me to report : 

That the first article of agreement and cession entered into on the 
twenty-fourth day of April, eighteen hundred and two, between the 
Commissioners on the part of the United States and the Commissioners 
on the part of the State of Georgia, cedes to the United States all the 
right, title and claim, which the said State has to the jurisdiction and 
soil of the lands, situated within the boundary of the United States, 
south of the State of Tennessee, and west of the line begining on the 
western bank of the Chattahoochie river, where the same crosses the 
boundary line beween the United States and Spain, runnning thence up 
the said river and along the western bank thereof, to the great bend 
thereof, &c. 

The act of second March, eighteen hundred and nineteen, to enable 
the people of the Alabama territory to form a constitution and State gov¬ 
ernment, and for the admission of such State into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original States, and the constitution of the State of Ala- 
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bama afterwards formed, recognize and adopt the boundary line as above 
laid down. 

The words used in defining the line which now divides the States of 
Georgia and Alabama, have given rise to an important difference of opin¬ 
ion in divining the true intent and proper construction of the granted 
the United States. There are those who contend, that the right of Geor¬ 
gia extend to the high water mark, while others aver that they are limi¬ 
ted by the low water mark of the Chattahoochie river. The petition re¬ 
ferred to your committee states—that Georgia claims not only the sole 
use of the stream, but also the soil on its western bank to the high water 
mark—at which point, a large scope of the best farming land in Russell 
county, is covered by the stream. 

Your committee while they admit there may be ambiguity in the lan¬ 
guage used, are of opinion that by no liberal or just construction of her 
deed of cession to the United States, can Georgia claim jurisdiction over 
any portion of the territory, west of the ordinary channel of the Chat¬ 
tahoochie river. 

In this conclusion, your committee are sustained as well by those con¬ 
siderations of liberal policy, which should be mutually adopted by and 
between the several states of our Federal Union, as by the decisions of 
the highest tribunals in the land. 

The Commonwealth of Virginia, in seventeen hundred and eighty-one, 
ceded to the United States “all right, title and claim which the said Com¬ 
monwealth had to the territory north-west of the Ohio river." Upon a 
question of jurisdiction growing out of the construction of the deed, and 
reported in the fifth volume of Wheaton’s Reports, page three hundred 
and seventy four, the Supreme Court of the United States laid down the 
principle, that “where a great river is the boundary between two Na¬ 
tions or States, if the original property is in neither, and there be no con¬ 
vention respecting it, each holds to the middle of the stream;" but when, 
as in this case, one State is the original proprietor, and grants the terri¬ 
tory on one side only, it retains the river without its own domains, and 
the newly created State extends to the river only. The Supreme Court 
further declare, that the case is certainly not without difficulty ; but in 
great questions where great National boundaries are established in gene¬ 
ral terms, with a view to public convenience and avoidance of controver¬ 
sy, we think the great object, where it can be distinctly perceived, ought 
not to be defeated by those technical perplexities which sometimes may 
influence contracts between individuals. The State of Virginia intended 
to make the river Ohio, the boundary between the territory ceded to the 
United States and herself. Those principles and considerations which 
produced the boundary ought to preserve it." 

From precisely the same reasoning as above quoted, your committee 
infer, that while the State of Georgia by her deed of cession of twenty- 
fourth of April, eighteen hundred and two, evidently retains the river 
Chattahoochie in her domain, she as certainly intended to relinquish to 
the United States all her territory west of the river.

It may be said, however, that the terms used to the grant by Georgia, 
in defining her boundary, differ from those found in the grant made by 
Virginia, and while Virginia grants “all territory north west of the 
Ohio river," Georgia adopts a line beginning on the western bank of the 
Chattahoochie river, where the same crosses the boundary line, between 
the United States and Spain, running thence north up the Chattahoochie 
river, and along the western bank thereof, &c. 

This peculiar phraseology of the deed, made by Georgia, but impress 
your committee more fully with the belief that the line formed by the 
margin of the Chattahoochie river, against its western bank, at the ordina¬ 
ry stages of its waters, was thug more fully indicated. 

The mind will be bewildered in the effort to adopt any other pennanent 
boundary line ; and to assume a different one will be the result of arbi¬ 
trary construction. 

The importance of settling this controversy, and putting it to rest for¬ 
ever, will be more readily seen, when we reflect that this disported line 
fonns the eastern boundary of Alabama, for the distance of one hundred 
and fifty miles ; and within which extent is embraced a large quantity of 
the richest lands in the State, and the most valuable facilities for manu¬ 
facturing purposes. Flourishing towns and villages, besides many other 
important shipping points, have been established upon the banks of the 
Chattahoochie river; and unless the State of Alabama shall give to her 
citizens, thus located on this disputed boundary, an assurance that she 
will protect them by her laws, and preserve their property against the 
losses and uncertainties of future legislation, all their efforts and labors 
must be conducted under circumstances the most perplexing and embar¬ 
rassing. 

In view of this whole subject, your committee believing the same is 
well worthy the serious attention of the present General Assembly have 
unanimously instructed me to report further, the accompanying resolu¬ 
tion, and recommend its passage.

SATURDAY MORNING, January 17, 1846 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment.

Mr. Hudson, from the committee on accounts and claims, to whom 
was referred the account of Horatio Boxley, asking pay for apprehend¬ 
ing and prosecuting to conviction, John G. Wildom, charged with ne¬ 
gro stealing, reported the same to the Senate as not being properly au¬ 
thenticated, and therefore ought not to be allowed. 

Mr. Norris asked and obtained leave to withdraw the account. 

Mr. Shorter, from the committee on education, to whom was refer- 
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red a bill to be entitled an act in aid of a free school in the city of Mobile, 
reported the same without amendment, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was ordered to be engrossed for a third reading on to-mor¬ 
row. 

Mr. Posey made the following report : 

The select committee, to whom was referred the memorial of the late 
Tennessee Canal Commissioners, and the report of the agent appointed 
by the Governor to ascertain all the facts connected with the removal 
of iron from the said canal, reported, 

That it appears from the facts submitted by the said agent, that after 
the said canal had been abandoned, depredations were committed upon 
it by dishonest and evil disposed persons. Thirty-four of the windlas¬ 
ses were broken and thrown into the canal— the wrought iron of every 
description was missing, and the chains carried into the woods and hid 
under logs and stumps. Upon being informed of these spoilations, and 
unable to put a stop to them, the memorialist acting under the advice 
of the late engineer of the canal, directed the residue of the iron re¬ 
maining on the locks, to be removed and sold. 

The engineer states, that he advised the sale of the iron upon the 
ground that it would in all probability, be many years before the canal 
would be repaired; and if it ever was, many of the irons would not be 
required, much unnessary work having been done in the construction 
of the canal. 

The committee find from the report of said agent, that the iron re¬ 
moved was twenty-six thousand pounds— that the quantity sold by the 
depositors, was ninety thousand, three hundred and twenty-six pound, 
leaving unsold, six thousand, six hundred and seventy-four pounds. 

That one of the persons with whom said iron was deposited for sale, 
has fourteen hundred and sixteen pounds of it, which he claims to off¬ 
set by a debt due him by the canal— that the balance of the iron, if 
sold for previous rates, would sell for four and a half and five cents per 
pound, or about two hundred and fifty- dollars. To this sum add the 
account of sales heretofore made, nine hundred and twenty-eight dol¬ 
lars and eighty-eight cents, and deduct therefrom, the one hundred and 
fifty dollars retained by C. Gookin for his claim, leaves seven hundred 
and seventy-eight dollars and eighty-eight cents, net proceeds. 

From the above statement, it will be seen that the iron removed from 
the canal, will, when all shall be sold, realize the sum of one thousand 
and twenty-eight dollars and eighty-eight cents. It further appears 
from the report of said agent, that the canal commissioners owed the 
Branch Bank at Huntsville for moneys borrowed to repair said canal, 
two thousand, three hundred and seventy-four dollars and thirty-nine 
cents— that they paid one third at the time named, seven hundred and 
ninety one dollars and forty-three cents, and that for the balance of said 
debt they are responsible. 

The committee recommend that the proceeds of said iron, and the 
balance unsold, be relinquished to the memorialist to be applied to the 
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payment of said debt, and for this purpose have reported joint resolu¬ 
tions and recommend the passage of the same.

The committee were discharged. 

Mr. Seawell, from the same committee, to whom was referred the 
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joint resolutions in relation to the line of boundary between the States of 
Georgia and Alabama, reported the same to the Senate and recommended 
its passage. 

The Resolutions were ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr. Shorter made the following report: 

The committee on education to whom was referred so much of the 
Governor's message as relates to the University fund; the annual report 
of the Trustees of the University, and the special report of Colonel 
Frank Bugbee, one of the Trustees of the University, have had the same 
under consideration, and have instructed me to report: 

That in view of the serious embarrassments and trying difficulties that 
have attended the University since its establishment, its present condi¬ 
tion is perhaps as prosperous as could be reasonably anticipated. 

Your committee are pleased to find that it has been the policy of the 
Trustees and Faculty to aim at elevating the standard of education, and 
securing thorough instruction and discipline, rather than to fill their halls 
with mere numbers, without a proper regard to the waste of time and 
money, which would follow such a policy. They also regard with ap¬ 
probation the increased facilities afforded in the University, by the ad¬ 
dition of a Law Professorship, and a department for Agricultural Chem¬ 
istry. 

The finances of the University have in the opinion of your committee 
been skillfully managed by its present efficient board of Trustees. A 
period, however, in its history has now arrived when it should receive 
the most liberal patronage, and when its interest and rights demand the 
maturest consideration of the General Assembly. 

It is well known that the proceeds of the lands granted by Congress, for 
a seminary of leaning in Alabama, are invested by direction of the 
Legislature in the capital stock of the State Bank, and that the faith of 
the State is pledged to preserve the fund from loss or diminution. 

In view of the disastrous condition of the Bank and the danger of the 
fund, your committee believe that justice to the University, and due re¬ 
gard for the credit of the State, require that the present General Assem¬ 
bly should order a full and liberal settlement of its financial affairs with 
the board of Trustees, and that the amount allowed the University, should 
be evidenced by the bonds of the State; the interest upon which should 
be paid by the Treasurer at such time, and under such restrictions, as 
the General Assembly in their wisdom may direct. And for the ac¬ 
complishment of these ends, your committee have instructed me to report 
the accompanying bill and to recommend its passage.

Mr. Hudson, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill 
from the House of Representatives making appropriate for the pay¬ 
ment of certain claims, reported the same back to the Senate with sundry 
amendments, and recommended its passage, 

The constitutional rule being suspended, the bill was read a second 
and third time and passed. 

Mr. Hudson, from the same committee, to whom was referred the ac¬ 
counts of William Garrett, Secretary of State, have had the same under

The cost of the articles purchased, including the discount on Alabama 
money, amounts to seven hundred and eighty-eight dollars and nine 
cents--leaving an unexpended balance in the hands of the Secretary, of 
two hundred and twenty dollars and forty-eight cents. 

Your committee are fully aware that the plan adopted by the Secretary 
of State in the purchase of articles for the use of the State, is far better 
than at retail prices—is being a saving of several hundred dollars per 
annum. 

The report was laid on the table.

A message from the Governor, by his private secretary: 

Mr. President--His Excellency the Governor, has returned the bill 
for the relief of William L. Yancey and Daniel Sayre, with his objec- 
lions; which is herewith submitted: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, } 

TUSCALOOSA, January 26, 1846 

Gentlemen-- 

I have maturely considered the bill entitled an act for the relief of 
William L. Yancey and Daniel Sayre, and now return the same to the 
Senate, in which it originated, with my objections to it. 

The first section of the bill enables the individuals for whose benefit 
it was passed, to take a different oath from that prescribed to other citi¬ 
zens of the State, upon their induction into any office into which they 
may hereafter be chosen. 

The second section of the bill discharges the same persons from the 
penalties consequent to any violation they may make of two sections of 
the criminal law of the State. One of these is a felony, punishable with 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary. 

The other declares that the offender shall be disqualified from holding 
or being eligible to be elected or appointed to any office whatever under 
the constitution and laws of this State. 

Precedents are numerous in the legislation of this State for granting 
the relief contemplated in the first section of the bill under consideration. 
That which is proposed in the second section has not, so far as I am in¬ 
formed, been extended to any one. The objections to each of the sec¬ 
tions of the bill are of the most serious and grave description. 

The powers of the government of this State are divided into three dis¬ 
tinct departments ; and each of them is confided to a separate body of 
magistracy. Those which are legislative to one, those which are execu¬ 
tive to another, and those which are judicial to another. And it is de- 
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dared by the constitution that “ no person, or collection of persona, be¬ 
ing of one of these departments shall exercise any power properly belong- 
itig to another." 

The theory of our government contemplates that every offence against 
the laws, shall be investigated try the judicial department of the gov¬ 
ernment. 

The most anxious care has been displayed in the fonnation of the con¬ 
stitution to guard any offender against a trial or conviction for a breach 
of the law, except upon a careful, deliberate, and impartial inquiry. The 
constitution invests the executive department of the government with au¬ 
thority to relieve the offender for punishment after the guilt has been le¬ 
gally ascertained, and the penalty of the law incurred. 

The constitution has made no provision for a pardon before conviction, 
and seems to have cautiously avoided the grant of authority--the result 
of which would have been an interference with the steady and free action 
of the laws in the ascertainment and prosecution of an offender. 

The assumption of such authority by the legislative department, can¬ 
not be followed by other, than the most mischievious consequences. The 
whole power of the government will fall into the charge of one of its 
departments— the benefits sought by the framers of the constitution in 
the division of the government in separate and distinct branches, will all 
be frustrated and destroyed. The law-making power will thus usurp the 
functions connected to the Executive and Judicial departments, What 
other or better definition of a tyrrany have we, than that it is a govern¬ 
ment in which the authority which makes the laws, ascertains the guilt 
and dispenses with the punishment consequent to the offence. The bill 
under consideration is obnoxious to the further objection of being partial 
in its operation. If the acts with which the bill dispenses are proper for 
the statute book, it is equally proper that every individual in the State, 
should be affected by them alike. There is nothing stated in the bill 
which affords any ground for the discrimination between those persons 
and other citizens of the State. There is no explanation offered for its 
immunities granted to them, or denied to the other citizens of the State. 

If this bill has its origin, in any sense, in the impolicy of the laws, under 
which penalties have been incurred, the objects contemplated by it, would 
all be attained by the repeal of the law. If the bill has its origin in any 
special merit of the parties named in it, the quality of the merit should 
be embodied in the bill, so that the other citizens of the State might ex- 
prience no sense of injustice or wrong at the apparent partiality and fa¬ 
voritism. 

In every point of view, I consider the bill objectionable ; and feel au¬ 
thorized from a sense of official duty, to withhold my approval of it, 
and now respectfully return for your further deliberation and judgment.

To such of you as may again be called, to the councils of the State, 
will be entrusted a fearful responsibility—nothing less than the fair 
fame of the sons and daughters of Alabama—a fame which I shall 
ever cherish with the fondness of a son, who never can forget, “This 
is my own my native land." 

It has been most pleasing and agreeable to me, that no party spirit 
has been permitted to disturb the, harmony and kind feelings of this 
body. 

Permit me to return to, you my thanks for the kind and, indulgent 
manner, in which, you have at all times, treated your presiding offi- 
er—inexperienced as he was.
